@ARRIAGE OF THE PRESIDENT 
AND MISS FOLSOM, 


SBE DECORATIONS, THE GUESTS, THE COs- 
TUMES, AND A VERY SIMPLE CERE- 


MONY—DEPARTORE OF THE COUPLE 
FOR DKER PARK. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—The first wedding 
of a President in the White House is over, and 
Grover Cleveland and his charming young’ 
bride are speeding away to Deer Park, Mary- 
land, on their wedding j urney accompanied by 
the congratulations of family and friends and 
the rood wishes of the entire Nation fer their 
tealth and happiness. Tne ceremony took 
Diac-in the Biue Room atthe appointed hour, 
in the presence of a small circle of relatives, 
friends, and official guests, and while it was in 
Progress the bells of the city churches rang out 
® glad greeting, and a salute of cannon an- 
Bounced the union of the happy pair. 

As had been decided and repeatedly an- 
aocunced, it wasasimpie ceremony, held in the 
midst ot surroundiugs much less elaborate than 
Many that have been made for occasions when 
the diplomatic representatives have been in- 
vited to meet the throng of legislators and lead- 
ing officers of the Government. The prepara- 
Sions for the event were completed early in 
the day. The weather, while not perfect, was 
Hot unpropitious. The sun shone when the 
bride and the groom plighted their vows, but it 
shone through pessing shower clouds. A warm 
southern breeze biew in at the windows of the 
White House during the wedding service. The 
interest of the public was maintained respect- 
fully. There were no crowds about the Executive 
Mansion, none but kind!y inquiries about the 
bridal pair, and there was an abundance of good 
fwilland bearty good wishes for tbem as they 
were whirled away to enjoy their short wedding 
trip. At the Capitol during the day Senators 
and Representatives talked of nothing so much 
asthe approaching ceremony,and in the de- 
partments the preparations at the White House, 
the wince | of the bride, her reception by her 
Presiden? lover, the toilets of the ladies, and the 
Wedding presents were inquired aboyt with ab- 
borbing interest. Durng the wed@ing there 
Were no unusual police precautions about the 
White Hou-e,and there was no necessity for 
bv€n the sma!! force of protectors on duty. The 
Wedding presents, excepting only the superb 
liamond necklace presented by the groom to 
the bride, were not displayed. 

THE ARRIVAL OF THE BRIDE. 
The bride’s arrival in the city was as demo- 


‘@ratic as could be. She came only witb her 


Mother and cousin. No incident marked the 
trip. When the long train rolled into thestation 
at ubout 5:30 o’clock rain was falling light and 
soft as maiden’s tears. The Folsom car, with 
its red curtains still drawn, brought up the rear 
of the train, which had 11 coaches, besides sev- 
®ral bagyage cars. An engine backed down and 
switched th private car toa track adjoining the 
Sixth-street sidewalk. Just then a carriage, 
from the window of which protruded a bright 
red shaw) around a woman’s arm, rattled down 
BSixth-street. Drawing up near the favored car 
the occupant of the carriage, Miss Rose Cieve- 
Jand, alighted and entered the car. She was out 
of sight only a moment, Miss Folsom, clad ina 
fark gray jacket over her silk dress and with 
the black and white trimmings of her peaked 
thip hat stirred gently by the wooing air, came 
etiose behind Miss Cleveland on her reappearance. 
Her cheeks were tinged with soft color, and so 
far from showing any trace of thecares of state 
she looked us though she bad gone to belearly, 
like a sensible young woman, and -had hada 
geod night's rest. The reach wa$ long enough 
from tbe Jower step of the cat to the walk to 
@isplay to the fraction of the score of spectators 
gathered about who were not all eyes for Miss 
Folsom rather more of the anatomy of the 
FresiJent’s sister than 1s usually to be seen in 
public. This misstep did not eseape the quick 
eye ofthe bride, and witu a dainty kick she 
gathered her skirts about her, and jumped tothe 
walk with only her boot tips protruding. While 
the maie cousin was helping Mrs. Folsom down 
the bride tripped to the carriage. Allof the 
party were seated in a moment. Then the driver 
gathered the reins, swished his whip, and the 
tarriage.swung smartly into the drive leading 
toward the Smithsonian building. The treesin the 
jong park bent their boughs of rich and changiog 
green like an arbor over the bride’s pathway. 
Off at the right and left stretches of wood and 
lawn gli:tened and sparkied tinder the sun, that 
bad come outto give a welcome befitting the 
Nation’s first lady. There bad been no sudden 
brushing away of the clouds, only a gentle part- 
ing which veiled the sky like wedding lace. It 
Wasa lover’s June moruing—the air laden with 
B¥eetness and the ‘witter.of birds, and with no 
Other sound save ‘he soft crunching of the car- 
Tiage wheels over the gravel roadway. Proudly 
the coachman swished his whip, and the Presi- 
Gent’s bays shot under the trees, a winding and 
romantic course, past the agricuitural grounds, 
and out into Monument Park. Then they turned 
suddenly cityward, and in a moment were trot- 
ting over the cobbiestones of the street between 
the gray pillars of the Treasury and the wooded 
dawn south of the White House. The carriage 
@nmtered the easterly gate on Pennsylivania-ave- 
mue. The attendants who opened the carriage 
door bowed low before the radiant young woman 
‘who stepped out under the portico as lightly as 
gp schoolgirl. 

It was 6 o’clock tothe minute when the nod- 
fing plumesof her hat passed within the en- 
trance. The attendants led the way to the 
Btained giass screen that separates the public 
festibule from the private corridor. She may 
have skipped lightly across the vestibule to hide 
her excitement, but excited or not she looked 
very pretty and blushed clear to her forehead as 
the President held out both hands to her at the 
entrance to the corridor. She let her hands fall’ 
trustingly in his. The obsequious attendants, 
Taising their eyes, thought the prospect excel- 
jent for an old-fashioned American squeeze 
then and there, but by the time Mrs.and Mr. 
Folsom and Miss Cleveland had entered the at- 
tendants heard the joytul voices of the bride’s 
lady relatives and a good dealof kissing that 
@idy’t sound quite robust enough to have pro- 
eecded from the master of the house. Then fol- 
jowed the usual prattie about how well the bride 
looked and she declared bow weil she felt. As 
their steps grew faint down the corridor the 
bride’s fresh laughter could stiil beheard, It 
fouched the solemn attendants as something to 
Jaugb over,and it wasa long time afterward 
{before their faces straightened out again. 

So the bride nad not only brought sunshine to 
@he city as her wedding day wilt for the people 
to see when in the course of human events they 
migbt awake, dut she carried it straight into the 
@arkened oid mansion and to the hearts of the 
g@ptire household there. The South Room, next 
@o the library, on the second floor, which Gen. 
and Mrs. Grant used to occupy, had been set 
gpart for the bride’s use. She uttered a little 
exclamation of delight as she stepped within the 
Givrxi bower into which it bad been transformed, 
god turning to her mother put her arms around 
jer and led ber to a lounge. S009 the 
Dride’s voice was heard by those in the corridor 
chirping to « cavary that was swelling bis little 
®broat in ber we'come. 

‘The teurs, if there were any, did not lastiong at 
gny rate. Before 8 o*clock breakfast was served. 
Jue yvathering at the family table had ucver 
been so large. Besides the President at the head 
of the table, there were Mrs. Folsom, Benjamin 
Fulsom,* Mr. and Mrs, Rogers, of Seneca Falls; 
Mrs. Cadman and ner daughter, of Detroit, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Harmon, of Boston, all relatives of 
the bride: Miss Rose Cieveland at the foot of the 
tab c, with tne bride, charming in a guit of gray, 
at her side; the Rev. W N. Cleveland, the Presi- 
éent’s brother; Mrs. Hoyt, his sister, and W. 8, 
Bissoll. of Buffalo, ia former law partner. No 
Dne was ravenous, but all were happy. They 
Malked about the wedding without much re- 


serve, the President chuckling over it g00d-nat- 








uredly and the bride looking prettier than ever 
in her blushes. When the company laughed most 
she joined them, fluttering the blue ribbons at 
her neck, altnough she was determined not to 
show confusion if she felt it. Every one hked 


her better for her pluck, and when breakfast 
ended, after an hour or so, she bad proved her 


ability to carry herself under circumstances as 


inlet doubtless, as any that she will have to 
ace. 


Then the President went to his office, busy 
even on his wedding day, and the ladies made a 
leisurely inspection of the house. The bride 


showed a smiling and responsive interest in the 


decorations, It was hardiy to be expected after 


her jate ordeal and in anticipation of the events 
te come that she could be as demonstrative 
as under ordinary circumstances. She clung to 
ber mother's arm and kept quiet except when 
addressed. The heightened color of her face 
told plainly, however, how giad the preparations 
made her and how proud'she was that they were 
inherhonor, Asthe morning glided away the 
party of ladies separated, several of them going 


outto égrive. The bride and her mother then 
retired for rest. 

Lunch hour found the bride refreshed. The 
President had finished his office work and bad 
sought and obtained a quiet chat with her, which 
Sweetened her smiles if it did not allay her nerv- 
ousness. Mrs. Folsom had occupied berseif 
mean while in directing the porters what to do 
with the bride’s lugeage, which comprised more 
pieces than any one had yet counted, and in 
picking out the pieces that were to go to the 
bride's chamber. When lunch was over all was 
thus ready for the up-siairs preparations for the 
evening’sevent. The ladies went in and out of 
the bride’s room with offers of assistance, and as 
the offers were gratefully accepted, the wedding 
dress and all the other wonders of the bridal out- 
fit were ready for the use for which they were 
to be put while the sun was yet high. It was the 
desire of Mrs. Folsom, seconded by the other 
ladies, thut the bride should then rest herseif 
thoroughly. Of course, she agreed with them; 
but as the ladies remained and talked and the 
bride wanted to listen rather than to try and 
sleep, @ messenger from the library found her 
laugbing and happy. She was wanted for a chat 
with the President and the Key. Dr. Sunderland, 
who wasto marry them. The clergyman and 
the Sree oem oures it important that ail 
the parties shodid understand what forms of 
ceremony would be fullowed, and she was culled 
to hear the minister rehear-e what he wouid say 
and what she shoulc :ay. She listene:! aemurcly 
and then went. back to her room, almust ready 
tocry. From that time until the hour that she 
had to prevare forthe greatevent she kept as 
still as a Mouse and vo one disturbed her. 


THE PRESIDENT’S LAST DAY OF BACHELOR- 
HOOD. 

It was a long and busy day for President 
Cleveland. Re needed no one toawake him, even 
to be ready to receive Miss Folsom at 5:30 o’clock, 
and hours before the rest of Washington was 
awake he and the other ayitated members of the 
White House family were exchanging happy 
greetings, and Miss Cleveland was preparing to 
go to the stution to receive the bride. After 
breakfa-t be joined Col, Lamont in the Hbrary. 
The two close friends and companions looked 
with some concern at the heavy and mist-shed- 


ding clouds tiut rolled up from the southeast. 
Ominous thuaoder peals jurked along the horizon, 
and tue ieaves of the trees ail turned their under- 
sides to the lignt. Toere was too much work to 
be done to permit long study of the weather,and 
tne President, with cvat thrown back, bent 
himself to such official! tusks as he was com- 
pelied to perform, with the perspiration rising 
in beads to his torehead. He kept Col. Lamont 
near by and all inquiries for the private secre- 
tary sentup by importunate newspaper repre- 
sentatives were auswered by the statement by 
the messengers: “Too bu-y witn the Presi- 
dent; cannot te seen.” While Mr. Cieveland 
was busily employed, he found time dur- 
ing the morning to stroll out into 
tne upper hall and = greet Miss Folsom 
as if to assure himself that his brige bad really 
come. The President wa: in extremely good 
spirits, not flustered a bit, but calmer and more 
comtortable .in -gpite of the heat of, the 
Gay than’. thosé ‘who were. - about im. 
He remembered all that he had undertuk-o 
to doin thewway ot absolutely necessary public 
business, aud cleared it all off at anearsy hour. 
About 10:30 his old friend, Wilson 8. Bissell, of 
Buffalo, climbed up the stairs to Col. Lamont’s 
room. Unuer his arm he carried a smali pox 
with ‘Mrs. Grover Cleve anu” written very 
plainly upon it. This was turned over to Mrs, 
Hindley tw be added to a store of other packages 
of divers sizes and shupes that were securely put 
away. The two frien is greeted vach other most 
cordially, and after chatting together awhile tn 
tne library the President found an exceilent op- 
portunity for jookiug once more upon his bride 
s0 soon to be when he e-corted Mr. Bissell 
to the group of ladies chatting together at 
the end of the hal!, just over the conservatory. 
Later on Secretary Lamar called, and the Presi- 
dent enjoyed bis talk for haif an hour. Mr. 
Lamar 1s Que of the most warm-herted of the 
President’s official fam ly. and he enters into tne 
romantic side of the match with no effort what- 
ever. After Mr. Lamar came Assistant Secre- 
tary Fairchild and Senator Van Wyck, who was 
specially privileged in being allowed to call on, 
a business matter, but who di: not lose the o 
portunity to comment upon the President’s ap- 
parent good health and to extend hearty con- 
a to bim upon his good fortune in 

ing able to enlist with the Benedicks. The Rev. 
Dr. Sun@eriand occupied the time of the Pres- 
ident just before noon, and while he was present 
Col. Lamont was away from the White House. 
He bad wone away in a carriage, and after an 
absence of perhaps half an hour he returned 
bearing a paperin his hand. This he unfolded 
and spread out before the President, who read it 
critically and then smiled, handed it back to his 
private secretary, and laconically remarked: 
That's all right Lamont.’ It was the license, 
a paper absolutely neces:ary to be obtained Le- 
fore even the President could be legally mar- 
ried in the District of Columbia. [ft wason the 
usual prioted blank, with the names and dates 
aod places written in by the Clerk of the 
Supreme Court It read as follows: 

“To any minister of the Gospel authorized to 
celebrate marriage in the District of Columbia, 
greeting: , 

“You are hereby licensed to solemnize the 
ritesof marriage between Frances Foisom, of 
Buffalo, N. Y., and Grover Cleveisend, of Buffalo, 
N. Y., if you tind no lawful impediment there- 
to; ana having so done you are commanded to 
appear in the Clerk's office of the Supreme 
Court of said District{and certify the same. 

“ Witness my hand and the seal of said court 
this 2d day of June, 1886. R. J. MEIGS, Clerk. 

By K. J. Meias, Jr., Assistant Clerk.” 

That decided the dispute as to what name 
Miss Folsom chose to be known by. She was to 
be married us Frances, not Frank. A form of 
return was added to the license, to be filled out 
by the officiating clergyman. 

At noon the President’s coupé was driven up 
to the door,and Mr. Cleveland went off for a 
ride alone, exciting great curiosity among the 
writers for the papers, who immediately con- 
cluded that he had gone away to complete ar- 
rangements for getting out of the cty without 
bein« seen by the watchful and alert revorters. 
Of course he was upon no such business, He let 
Altred Hawkins drive him out us faras Pretty 
Prospect, his mouse on the Tenaliytown road, 
and back again to the White House. The trip 
pave him a chance to shake off all thoughts of 
further attention to business. The rest of the 
day was to be devoted to preparations for tne 
wedding. 

The !unch hour brought the family again to- 
gether in the pretty family dining room, for 
possession of which Pinard was already clamor- 
ing,as the time was short for rearranging it, 
loading it with flowers, the elaborate fancies of 

the skillful caterer, and the dainties with which 
the paiates of the wedding guests were to be 
tickie1. All the morning the decorators had 
been busy in the Biue Room and the great East 
Room, putting the finishing touches upon their 
work. Overthe asphaited drive ieading up to 
the White House rolled now aod then a burried 
express wagon, bearing small and large packages 
that were handied with extremest care. A 
throng of persons who desired to be permitted 
to lwok at the flowers in the Biue 
Room, but who could not be allowed by 
the guards to penetrate further than the East 
Room were apparently very much gratified at 
being able to see four larwe floral shields cure- 
fully unloade@ trom a covered wagon and each 
carried in between two men, All the police st- 
tached to the White House were close-mouthed 
as to the programme for the evening. The most 
pathetic appeals by visitors for information as 
to what Miss Folsom wore at breakfast, or what 
she had eaten, or what name sie had given to 
her pretty canary bird. or whither the bridal 
Party were soins on their wedding journey, 
were tu~ved off with declarations of profound- 
est ignorance. Sidelong giances were cast up 
at the second-story winaows by the disappoint- 
ed ones in the bope that Miss Folsom’s face 
might be seen behind the curtains that were 
swuying gently in the orecze. As most of these 
inquisitive looks were directed at the room of 
the President, and Miss Folsom was occupying 
a room on the opposite side of the house, they 
were all unrewarded. 3 

A little stir was created when some large 
boxes, that were very light for their size and 
were supposed to contain the wedding cakes, 
were set down in the porch and quiski7 trans- 
ferred to the dining room. Late in the atter- 
noon an old farmer and his wife drove up to the 
White House in a dilapidated and ancient one- 
F horse vehicle that iooked as if it had been in use 
before the War. The farmer stopped in front of 
the house and called out to a policeman staad- 
ing on the porch. ‘Then his wife held up a big

"ALL sorts of tricks and devices were resorted 
to by men and women whose deyouring ambi- 
tion was to get into the President's nouse and 
witness the marriage ceremony, or at least to 


catch a glimpse of the bridal party in the Blue 


Room. Of course, no effort was successful, 
One young man of more or less original ideas 
huntéd up Prof. Sousa, leader of the Marine 
Band, this morning, and asked the musici»n if 
he didn’t want to put a fifty-dollar greenback 
into his pocket. The leader remarked that he 
had no particular aversion to geeeokees, of 
large or small denominations if honestly cbme 
by. “Well,” said the young man, ''! want you 
to lend me an old red coat and a triangle and let 
me go with you to the White House as a mem- 
ber of the band. It will be $50 in your pogket 
if you'll do this.” The young man left Prof. 
Sousa without a red coat or a triangle, and the 
Musician did not collect the $50. 

It was nearly 6 o'clock when the President 
descended from the library and made a tour of 
the lower parc of the house to examiue the 
compl-ted work of decoration. He found 
everything in order, the guards all at their 
posts, the throng of visitors gone, and the 
silence of rest pervading the whole place. There 
was nothing leftto be done but to array him- 
self in his wedding garments. He shook hands 
with Col. Lamont, who was about to go home, 
complimented him for the admirable manner in 
whichhe bad performed the tasks assigned to 
him, and the two separated not to meet again 
until the wedding. 


THE WHITE HOUSE IN WEDDING GARB. 

The East Room was decked for the event with 
great skill, but without any attempt to outdo 
the decorations that have been seen on many 
occasions when the different circles of society 
have been invited to meet each other and pay 
their respects to the President. The central 
feature was a semicircular mass of palms and 
ferns of graded sizes at the east side of the 
room, the trees nearest tho wall reaching to the 
ceiling, while those in front were so short that 
their leaves fell over the gilded bar that con- 


tined them. Palms, ferns, and other tropical 
piants were arranged ln groups in the 
window spaces. The four great pillars were 
twined with garlands of roses of different 
hues, and upon each pillar, midway between 
floor and ceiling, was a shield avout 4 feet in 
length, bent to the furm of the pillar. The de- 
sign of the shields was a representation of the 
national colors, with the stripes inred and white 
ro-es xun¢ a field of blue immortelies sprinkled 
with white roses. The tour large -mantels were 
banked with superb ma:-s of cut flowers, roses, 
orchids, and lilies predominating, and fringes 
of mauaiden’s hair fern depending from the 
tront. Foliage plants filled the firepiaces and 
tne crystal chandeliers were twined with smilax. 
Above tue large mirro:s were heavy festoons of 
roses. 

Tne Green Room, adjo ning the East Room, 
contained un abundance of paims and ferns, 
with cut flowers sprinkled among them, but it 
bad been seen to quite as good advantage inany 
times berore, and those who saw it yesterday 
did notlinger long. There were finerattractions 
in the private corridor, where trees of stately 
palm and arbor-vitee und sprays of fern were 
grouped with an artist’s hand. The several 
groups were continuous, except at the door- 
ways on ether sidc,and produced the effect 
from a short distance of an avenue of green ex- 
tending nearly the width of tne mansion. One 
ot these doorways, the one adjoining the Grecn 
Room dvor, opened upon the Blue Room. It 
was to this room that all the decorations led, in 
an artistic sense, and’ to which those fortunate 
enough to get an early view, as weil as the even- 
ing’s guests, turned their steps with the least 
possible delay. 

Looking into the Blue Room from the corridor 
one saw the further wall a mass of green. It 
wus dense enough to shut out the lixht from the 
two windows that overiook the south lawn, and 
presented ‘a frontin which were combined all 
shades of green. Some of the plants in this 
bank were in flower, but scurcely enough of 
them to relieve the prevuiitng color, This charm 
was saved for clusters of tall plants thut tdanked 
the mantelpieces at the sides of the rovum to the 
rightand lett as one entered from the corridor, 
Stepping within the room two candelabra 


sta.ds spread their gilt branches within 
a few feet of the doorway. They were 
about far enough apart for two persons, 


one wearing a wedding veil, to pass 
sufely between them. These ornaments’ were 
tlunked cleir to the entrance with potted plants 
in great variety and color, so graded that the 
loftiest of them were sboulder high above the 
floor. Havinw passed this mass of flowe.s, with 
tne flowering plants still towering. ahead on 
either band and tue dark-green mass in irout,a 
sizht was presented at the mantelpieces which is 
said to have veen as fine as any floral display 
ever made at the White House. On the heart: 
under ttie east munte! lay a mass of begonia 
rubra, whose scariet blossums were designed to 
represe it.a glowing fire. Centauras scattered 
atthe base were meant for ashes. Extending 
out from these designs was a mosaic of 
blossoms on a lower .plane, which carried 
out the idea of the tiled fluor of the hearth. 
Vines ran from the hearthto the mantel, on 
which reposed a bank of dark pansies with the 
inscription “June 2, 1886,°° in jight tlossoms, 
reaching nearly the mantel’s width. Tne man- 
tel was edged with « dduble border of golden 
saiaginelia and an overhanging drapery of green 
leaves. ‘The west muntel, directly across the 
room, was built by the florist also from the bot- 
tom, in a design similar to the other. The man- 
tei top. however, presented a,brighter sight with 
its solid bank of choice red roses, growing 
darker toward the centre, where, in white moss 
and hybriu roses, was inscribed the monogram 
“Cc. FF.” <All the mirrors in the room were 
draped, festooned, and garlanded with roses. 
which decorated as well the doorways to the 
Green and Hed Parlors and to the corridor. 
Over the corridor door hunga scroil of immor- 
telles in national colors, inscribed ** E Piuribus 
Unum.” 

Some of the Cabinet officers and many others 
who called at the White House during the after- 
noon were permitted to look at these decora- 
tions afterthey were in place. ‘The view to 
most of the visitors had to be a hurried one, 
however;, forthe afternoon was late and the at- 
tendants were getting out the stands for the 
musicians and making the last preparations for 
the greatevent. Before6o’clock peop'e began 
to gatber around the entrances to the White 
House, and fouad to their surprise and pleasure 
that none of the 24 policemen and detectives on 
duty about the mansion was at either of the 
gates. No obstruction in the shape of a police- 
man was encountered until the steps leading 
to the big covered porch was reached. There 
ha'if a dozen officers saw that no one not bidden 
to the marriage wentany further. The people 
came by twos und threes, most of them being 
women, and massed themselves on the sidewalks 
on eitner side of the porch and on the broad 
driveway infront. There were enough sight- 
seers to make a good showing, but at no time 
were there more than 200 or 250 persons in the 
throng. Many persons drove through the 
grounds and passed the house with heads craned 
forward. All they could see were the masses of 
palms and other plants which filled the win- 
dows of the East Room. The windows of 
the private dining room and other rooms in 
the east end of the building were closed 
and the curtains tightly drawn. Inside blinds, 
carefully closed, shut out any view of the ves- 
tibule. Conspicuous among those who drove 
by in carriages was Congressman Frank wler, 
of Chicago, who came upin anopen barouche 
and bad the driver pull up the horses while he 
took in the scene. With bim were two ladies 
and three children, For half an hour or more 
the crowd had to satisfy ite curiosity by staring 
at the members of the Marine Band, who came 
striugiug along at their leisure, each wearing 
the scarlet coat, blue trousers, and blue cap 
which, with a long straight sword and plenty of 
white and red cords and tassels, made up his 
regulation full-dress uniform. 


THE ARRIVAL OF THE GUESTS. 

The first carriage which drove up to the en- 
trance brought Col. Lamont, who skipped into 
the house with a happy smile on his face. The 
carriage was driven at a rattling pace, and 10 
minutes later returned with Mrs. Lamont. After 
this some of the servants brought out a long and 
narrow strip of carpet, which sadly needed 
sweeping, and spread it from the door to the 


driveway. Then Secretary Lamar, concealing 
his dress coat under a bix light overcoat, rode 
up in a One-horse carriage, tipped his hat to the 
correspondents standing near, and hurried into 
the house. A moment laterthe Rev. Dr. Sun- 
derland, who was to tie the marriage knot, 
stepped out of his carriage and handed out 
Mrs. Sunderland. Then the curiosity soeekers 
waited five minutes before the Post Office De- 
partment carriage came up and ieft Postmaster- 
General and Mrs. Vilas at the door. Ciose be- 
hind them came Mr. W. S. Bissell, who bad come 
down from Buffalo to see his old law partner 
married and who carried into the mansion a 
smile which left nothing else of his countenance 
to be seen. Then came Secretary of War Endi- 
cott and Mrs. Endicott, who nad waited until 
the footinan had descended slowly from bis box 
and opened the carriaze door. The Secretary 
and his wife had hardly disappeared from 
the porch before Secretary Bayard stepped 
outtof the State Department carriage and 
walked into the house with au overcoat over his 
arm. A moment later Secretary of the Navy 
Whitney and his wife reached the house, Rignt 
behind them came the carriage of Sécretary of 
the Treasury Manning. who was paying his first 
visit to the White House since he was stricken 
down with what everybody feared was a fatal 
stroke of apoplexy. The fuotman sprang down 
to help the Secretary from the carriage, and 
when he had reached the pavement Mra, Man- 
ning tollowed. His wife. took.the Secretary by 
the tett arm, while one}! of the department ines- 
sengers be!ped him on the o' side, and thus 
aided he walked slowly aaa with a perceptible

Then came the others of 
the Cabinet and of the household as constituted 
to-day, who have already been named, When 
they had assembled there, and while the we- 
ding march was ringing through the building, 
the Rev. Dr. Sunderland joined the party, fol- 
lowed shortly by the President and the bride, 
who haa been waiting for the march in the pri- 
vate dining room at the west end of the vorri- 
dor. The assembled company formed in semi- 
circle as the happy pair advanced, the President 
aging to look solemn and tne bride coyly dig- 
nified, 

THE BRIDE'S DRESS. 

A description of the wedding dress as a fash- 
ion-maker would call off its essentials would be 
utterly inadequate to give an idea of the 
warmth and glow that it diffused amid the 
romance and poetry of to-night’s associations, 
Accustomed as were the ladies gathered in the 
Blue Room to the dazzle of rich costumes, they 
could barely restrain expressions of wonder and 
admiration at the beautiful picture presented 
by the bride, whom their eyes followed with an 
interest so tender as to be almost worshipful 
from the moment of ber approach toward the 
bridal room. Nature did more to make the pict- 


ure pretty than bad the art of the custumer, for 
the d-licate profile of the bride, her shapely bead 
and self-reliant carriage, all subservient to the 
timid Jook of her eyes, the compression of ber 
well formed lips, and the statuesque firmness of 
her face, made the fabrics she wore a simpie and 
harmonious drapery. It was the womun ut 
whom the women looked rather than the dress. 
The two toxether made us lovely a sight as ever 
graced the White House. Like its wearer, ele- 
gance and simplicity were the conspicuous 
charms of the dress. Every one knows that it 
was of corded ivory satin, heavy enough to 
stand without a woman in it. The urapery ot 
India silk served the double vurpose of soften- 
ing the gioss of the heavier material and round. 
ing the outlines of her tall figure, without de- 
tracting at all from her grace and shapeliness. 
Under the bright glow of the iliuminated rooms 
the play of the satin througn the drapery 
was ike the motion of water gently moving in 
the moonlivht and was deiiciously reminaful of 
ailthat poetry has dreamed of sweethearts and 
brides. A band of orunge flowers outlined the 
delicate drapery from behind. In front the 
bosom was crossed by a filmy muslin in soft 
scarfs, which terminated teneath a heavy fold 
of satin atthe hip. Orange blossoms and buds 
and leaves so small astv make a bare outline 
bordered the drayery of the skirt, also duplicat- 
ing the neat effect obtained by the same means 
above the wuist. The train was a marvel of 
graceful arrangement, and it wus marvel- 
ous how she handle it in a small, well 
filled room, for it was nearly as lonz as the room 
itself, and would have reached easily during 
the ceremony from the spot where the vows 
were pledged into the corridor through which 
the bridal party had come but for the bride’s 
deft management, whereby it lay in a glistening 
coil close to her feet. Its length, as officialiy 
stuted, was 15 feet. Gloves were the bride’s 
onity adornment for the arm below the elbow, 
the sleeves reaching only to the elbow. They 
were disposed to be tlowing sleeves, but this 
appearance was subdued by bands of In- 
dia muslin extendin across, forming a 
Diisse. Blossoms, buds, and orange leaves 
were delicately embroidered upon the el- 
bow points with charming yet modest effect. 
It should be. said of the silk tulle veil, that it was 
large enourh almost to envelope the bride, and 
was held to the head by a coronet. Bebind its 
folds the. bride could hide her agitation, and in 
that respect it heizhtened the prettiness and 
took nothing from the solemnity of the effect. 

The bride’s mother, who followed her to tne 
Biue Room and stood beside her for the cere- 
mony, jooked like an elder sister in her violet 
Sutin dress. The dress was becominaly set off 
with trimmings of white and a dazzling pro- 
fusion of violet crystal pendants. 

Miss Rose Cleveland, who stood at the other 
side, wore a tasteful combination of Nile green 
and cameo pink duchesse satin. The low 
corsage was adorned with pink roses, and ber 
fan wus of pink egret feathers. Ligut tan 
mioves extended nearly the length of the arm. 
She wore ornaments of silver. 

The President's other sister, Mrs. Hoyt, was 
dressed in the color cf the room of honor—rob- 
in’segg blue of china crépe. It was relieved 
with trimming of rare old iace, and she carried 
a bouquet of French roses with great curling 
petals. The bride’s cousin, Mrs. Rogers, looked 
charmingly in a cameo pink brocaded dress of a 
most delicate shade. 

Mrs, Cadman, an aunt, was attired in white 
satin, en train, relieved by drayeries of black 
lace. Her bouquet was of choice Jacaqueminot 
roses. 

Miss Huddleston’s fresh face smiled abovea 
bewilderment of blue ribbons, which trimmed 
her pink silk dress. 

Mrs. Harmon, completing the list of lady rel- 
atives of the bride, wore light orange satin. 

The friend and guestof Miss Cleveland, Miss 
Nelson, had a dress of corn-colored satin. The 
dress was cut pompadour, and had elbow 
sleeves. It was beautified by an overdress of 
antique lace. She carried Jacqueminots. 

Tne pastor’s wife, Mrs. Sunderland, wore light 

ray satin, en train, with square neck and el- 
ad sleeves. It was tastefully trimmed with 

ce. 

Mrs. Lamont, wife of the private secretary, 
shone in ivory satin, demi-train, cut square in 
the neck,and with elbow sleeves. Tne dress 
looked charmingly with its pearl trimmings on 
one side and its edging of crystal and jet at the 


corsage. 

The ladies of the Cabinet stood rather in the 
background, where they bloomed with matronly 
elegance. Mrs. Manning appeared in white satin, 
high in the neck, and with elbow sleeves. The 
front was soft and fluffy, with trimmings of 
duchesse lace set off with pearis. 

Mrs. Eodicott’s dreas wasof the same shade 
and material, with which contrasted fine drap- 
eries of black Chantilly lace and trimmings of 
silver and sapphire.

THE WEDDING CEREMONY. 
The last notes of the wedding march floated 
in from the corridor. The chatter of the ruests 
had ceased as they fell back toward the south 


end of the room, naturally arranging 
themselves in an _ irregular’ double line 
in front ‘of the forest of palms anda 
azaleas. The President, with the bride 


leaning on his left arm, advanced to about the 
centre, standing just beneath the chandelier. 
Tne groom was self-possessed and happy and 
the bride as charming in her look of love and 
confidence as the most exacting person could 
have hoped. Not far from the bride's 
left stood Mrs. Folsom, and _ Secretary 
Bayard and Mrs. Hoyt were just beyona 
them. Further along the semicircle were Secre- 
tary and Mrs. Whitney, with Secretary Endi- 
cott and Mrs. Endicott a tew steps beyona. 
Miss Cleveland was about in the turn 
of the circle, standing a _little  for- 
ward and not far from Dr. Sunder- 
land. Next to her was Secretary Lamar 
and separated from him by one ortwo ladies 
wus Secretary Manning. On account of his in- 
valid condition a chair had been provided for 
Mr. Manning, but he scorned its use and 
stood during the entire ceremony. Further 
around toward the President’s right, he- 
yond a group of the relatives of the 
bride, stood Postmaster-General and Mrs. Vilas, 
and beyond was Mrs. Sunderland. Closest to 
the President's right stood Col. Lamont and Mrs. 
Lamont. The circle was_made up without pre- 
arrangement. The Rev. Dr. Sunderland and the 
Rev. William N. Cleveland stood a few teet in 
advance of the brilliant semicircle. 

As the clocks were strikiny seven and the guns 
from the arsenal were heard, announcing that 
the wedding hour bad come, the bride and groom 
advanced. The Rev. Dr. Sunderiand stepped 
forward to meet them. With hands uplitted 
raised he began the _ simple 
service with a prayer, dignified and 
stately, not short, but of moderate length only, 
composed in entire good taste and appropriate. 
Then, addressing the bride and groom to- 
gether, be asked that the persons contemplating 
the solemn vows of matrimony should join 
hands. The President and Miss Folsom had 
each come into the room with their right hands 
ungloved, carrying the unused gloves in their 
left hands. The right bands were extended, the 
President clasping the hand. of hs bride as it 
was held confidingly out.. With much grace 
and dignity the officiating clergyman tolded his 
hand over the clasped hands of the bride and 
aroom, aad in deliberate speech propounded the 
inquiries to the groom, addressing him: “* Do 
you, Grover, take this woman to be your 
wedded wife.” and in form resem. 
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bling the Episcopal ritual, asking him if 


he would cleave unto her until death 
did them part. While he addressed these ques-

President bore himself with manly compos- 
ure, and when the question was finished he 
responded, not with any apparent effort 
at peculiar enunciation, but in his 
own sturdy, honest, sincere way, “{ will.”

swered ina distinct voice ‘I will.” 

The President promptly 
searched his waistcoat pocket and produced 
the ring. The bride’s hand was extended and 
the groom deftly Placed it upon her finger. 
The Rev. Dr. Sunderland pronounced them bhus- 
band and wife, with the injunction: * Whom 
God hath joined together let no man put 
asunder.” The Rev. Mr. Cleveland then stepped 
torward and concluded the ceremony with an 
invocation of blessing upon the pair. 

There wasa pause. Miss Cleveland was the 
first to step forward tooffer her congratulations 
to tre couple. She was very cordial to both, and 
the President embraced her affectionately as she 
spoke to bim. The immediate relatives of the 
bride thent.came forward, and after them, 
without any order, followed the others, The 
sulemnity of the occasion was over. The cheer- 
fulness that had marked the assembling of the 
party returned. A few moments sufficed to give 
all a chance to epeak their ereetingas. The ladies 
kissed the bride to their heart’s content, put 
the gentlemen followed the example of the 
groom and refrained. With a glance around the 
clusters of friends and a consu:ting glance at 
his bride, which was answered by an arch look 
that expressed readiness to go, the Preaident ex- 
tended hisarm. The bride took it, and the two 
turned and led the way through the door open- 
ine upon the corridor, The President and Mrs.

THE WEDDING FEAST. 

A revelation in floral art confronted the as- 
sembly. Theship Hymen, carrying white flags 
with the monogram“ C. F.,” was floating in the 
middle of the table. That, at least, was the 
illusion, owing to the mirror on which the 


ship rested. Everything in color composed 
the ship, the mirror was the lake, 
scarlet blossoms and bits of coral 


stood for shoals and rocks, and the banks were 
made of Jacqueminots. Vases of roses, smilax 
garlands, festoons, and everything to afford 
variety of design in color were used to set 
off the tables. There were masses of. green 
in the corners and tbays and_ blooming 
plants banked ugainst the walls. The florist’s 
art reveuled new possibilitics in the decoration 
of the four sidebourds and the mantels were 
banks of roses. There was no such pro- 
fusion of plants and flowers as in the 
Blue Room, but the guests agreed that 
the effect was hardy less fine. Beside 
the main table, which stood midway in the 
room, were small tables placed amid ncoks of 
green for the convenience of zroups. ‘The bride 
and xroom took chairs at the north side of the 
big table. Secretary Whitney and Mrs. Whit- 
ney sat neur them. Tne party dividea 
into small groups, Secretary Manning choosing 
a@ small vine-sheitered table most remote from 
the centre of interest. Alltalked and iaughed 
like a bridal party in unofticial life, while ter- 
rapin and a lot of dainty French dishes, of 
which no one knew the name, but which all 
thought delicious, were served. Then, as if by a 
common impu:se, the company rose to pledge 
the bride’s health. This jittle ceremony, en- 
tirely without formality, was pledged witb the 
most cordial feeling on the part ofall. The 
bride bowed her acknowledgments sweetiy. 
After about an hour Miss Cleveland 
piunged a knife into the wedding cake 
and beran to pass around the favors. 
While this went on the _ bridal pair 
retired to prepare for their journey. The boxes 
bave been described. Everything promised was 
there, including the autographs which the bride- 
groom aod bride bad found time to write during 
the day. This was not all the writing done by 
the bride, for she had prepared fora friend dur- 
ing the day a description of her wedding dress. 


OFF FOR DEER PARK. 

The guests did not tarry long in the dining 
room after the President and the bride retired, 
but dispersed themselves in the various parlors, 
They were having a good time by them- 


selves when a porter came _  s6taggering 
down stairs under a heavy trunk. That 
was about 9 eoclock, In a moment 


the President descended and walked along the 
corridor. Mistaking his intention, several 
hands were thrust out from the parlors, and he 


got a shower of rice andan old shoe or so went 
through the air aiter him. He Jaughed, and 
went on to the East room, the company follow- 
ing. Presentiy the bride joined him, attired ina 
traveling suit of deep wray cloth overa gray 
silk petticoat. She looked quite jaunty as she 
toyed with the sieel buttons of her waiscoat 
and adjusted her neck to the higb standing col- 
lar behind the band of velvet which clasped 
her neck. Her hat was of the _ suit’s 
color, trimmea with velvet and surmounted with 
pecot ribbon and ostrich feathers. She looked 
every iuch a happy bride, and if ever a husband 
looked prouder than the President there 
is no record of him. Farewells were then 
said, and, leaning on wher husband’s 
arm, the bride was escorted down the 
steps at the south porch, commonly but 
erroneously called the back porch, and to the 
carriage in waiting. Then the rice and old shoes 
were fired in earnest, and, amid hand-clapping 
and cheers from the company, the carriage 
rolled off in the darkness. Meanwhile, the band 
was playing from “Lohengrin,” ** Maritana,”’ 
Mendelgsohn’s Spring song, “ Bright Star of 
Hope,” and other airs, and a crowd was waiting 
on the Pennsylvania-avenue side of the White 
House in hope of seeing and cheering the Pres- 


ident. 

While the band played and the crowd waited 
the President and Mrs. Cieveland were whirling 
swiftly toward the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road station. It was a drive of two miles. They 
went by a long courseand reached the station at 
9:15. Presiaent Garrett’s car Baltimore, with 
another coach and a combination baggage car, 
had been waiting for him for half an bour, anda 
lot of baggage had been stowed away to his 
credit, as well asa retinue of servants. As soon 
as the bgide and groom ag aboard, tbe 
train moved out, bound for Deer Park, where 
they expect to stay for a week, having 
hired a cottage for that time. Two pairs of 
horses and two carriages went to Deer Park yes- 
terday froma livery stable here for the Presi- 
dent’s use. The turnouts were the finest to be 
had. Deer Park is purely a Summer re- 
sort on the crest of the Allegnanies, about 
200 miles from here. It is a night's 
run on the railroad, The hotel season will not 
open there for three weeks, and this fact, 
coupled with the comparative inaccessibility of 
the spot, led the President to choose it in the 
evident hope of anticipating Summer tourists 
and securing for himself and bride a honeymoon 
in solitude. 


NOTES OF THE BRIDAL. 

The gifts tothe bride and groom were 
many and rich, but they were not extravagant in 
number or value. None of them, except the 
gift of the President to the bride, was shown. 
This gift was a beautiful diamond neck- 
lace, which the bride exhibited with natural 
delight. Secretary and - Mrs, Whitney prer 
sented a diamond spray of antique pattern, 
very curious and beautiful, Secretary and Mrs. 
Endicott sent four large and elegant silver 
candlesticks, of Ionic pattern. The gift of 
Secretary Lamar was a gold’ smelling 
bottle, set with diamonds. The gift 


of Secretary and Mrs. Vilas was a beautiful 
diamond ornament, to be worn as a brooch.or 
convertec into a vin forthe hair. Mr. Bissell 
gave a rarely beautiful diamond pendant. 
About 60 otbers, manv of which have not been 
unpacked yet because they were received when 
there, was not time for their examination, were 
put aside to be enjoyed hereafter. 

The attachés ot the White House, some of 
whom have been employed there for years, 
trooped into the corridors during the serv 
ice and by invitation witnessed the cere- 
mony from the -doors opening into 
the Red and Green Rooms. Among them 
was Mr. Loeffler, who holds the door against the 
approach of all callers upon the President. Ar- 
thur Simmons, the colored man who stands at 
Col, Lamont’s door, and who knows nearly 
everybouy who comes to the White House, en; 
joyed the sight more than heis able to tell 
He was married on June 2 23 years ago, 
and he says it isa lucky day, for he secured his 
position in the Executive Mansion in 1865, und 
has held it during the Administration of all 
Presidents for 21 years. Attorney-General Gar- 
land, the only member of the Cabinet who did 
not attend the wedding, sent in his place a note 
of regret. 

Prof. Sousa felt so sure yesterday afternoon 
that the Marine Band's services would be want- 
ed at the wedding this evening that he made 
up a programme before night and sub- 
mitted it to Col. Lamont. The official order 
to play at the White House was not received by 
the leader until nearly noon to-day.

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BEGINNING THE JOURNEY. 

WASHINGTON JuNnoTION, Md., June 2.—No 
attempt was made by those in charge of the 
Presidential train to make unusually fast time.

_THE CONVENTION CAPTURED BY. 


THE HOME CLUB. 
WAR UPON TRADES UNIONS DECLARED AND 


4 BIG VICTORY ATTAINED BY THE 
WORST MEN IN THE ORDER. 
Cixveranp, Ohio, June 2 —The Knights 


of Labor are about to enter upon a new cra. 
Hitherto the course of the order has been the 
marvel of the age. Its aims so far as known 
we.e lofty and pure. It has been welcomed far 
and near by the workingmen as its savior. 
Though not a secret organization, ite affairs 


have been conducted so discreetly that the pub- 
lic has been compelled to depend for its infor- 
mation regarding the condition as well as the 
principles of the order upon the utter- 
ances of the General Master Workman. 
Though not uniformly successful in de- 
fending the attitude of the order, Mr. Powderly 
has succeoded in creating the impression that 
the Knights of Labor was an educational or- 
ganization, ard his excuses that it was young in 
years and that its growth was abnormal were 
accepted in good faith by the public as sufficient 
to account for all mistakes. His warning to the 
order to beware of labor men who do not labor, 
defined, it was generally supposed, not only bis 
own position but thatof the order on ail mat- 
ters relating to labor. His retention in power 
seemed strongly in favor of the assumption that 
the conservative element in the order wag 
strongly in the ascendant. The errors 
of the order were condoned the moment 
it was discovered that Mr. Powderly was ap- 
parently most anxious to prevent their recur- 
rence. His plans were shown to the order, and 
that they might be stamped with its approval 
the special assembly which convened here last 
Tuesday and is still in session was ordered. The 
assembly was informed at the outset that the 
situation was critical. Mr. Powderly said so, 
and tbe delegates knew that he spoke the truth. 
He said that other labor orgauizations were 
alarmed at the sudden and tremendous growth 
of the Knights. He counseled moderation and 
asked for peace. He championed the cause 
of trades unions against nis own, knowiug 
that the Knights were not in condition 
tor war. He made the oft-repeated declaration 
that the Knights of Labor was an e.ucational 
body, and then admitted that this object bad 
been overiooked. He might have added, in view 
of the subsequent action of the assemuly, by 
men who were greedy for personal gain and 
cared nothizy forthe principles of the order. 
He characterized the strike and the boycott as 
suicidal, and warned his hearers that the Knights 
did not constitute the population of the coun- 
try. He advocated several other important re- 
torms, and did not forget to add that politics 
and the Knights were us widely disconnected us 
the poles, He made a plea for the enlargement 
ot the General Executive Board on the ground 
that the order bad outgrown its working force, 
He asked tor intelligeut, conservative men ag 
assistants, 

By its action the assembly has willfully disre- 
garded the principles of the order. It has cerided 
Mr. Powderiy’s call tor help. lt bas piunged 
the order into poiitics. It has deciared wut 
upon tie trades unions. It has declared its up- 
provalof strikes by amendiny the proposition 
to give the Generai Executive Board the sole 
Duwer to order a strike by giving that power to 
the district assemblies “in cases of emergency.” 
But of all the biunders this special assembly has 
made the worst bDiunder was nade to-vay. ‘ine 
effect of it wili be so serious that many Kuights 
of Labor believe it wiil eventualiy smusb 
the order, while some of the coulest beads 
among them admit that it wiil cast serious dis- 
credit upon it and make its immediate iuture at 

least troublous and uncertpip, it is admitted oo 
‘ali bands that tiiis has been the most disastrous 
week i the histury of tie order, and icading 
Koights coniessed to Tas Tiss&s’s corr spond- 
ent to-night that the convention tad been 
Captured by the worst element in the order, 
New-York Knights declared’ openiy_to-nigbt 
that the doom ot the order in New-York war 
sealed, and trade unioniets whu are stili On tue 
ground state that the unions might as weil pre 
pare for war. 

The great biunder of the convention was its 
selection of additional members of the General 
Executive Board. The bvuard is, as far as the 
order will allow it to be, the ruling power. Mr. 
Powderly bas been handicapped vy the men wha 
form the present board. Mr. Bailey may bave 

roved an efficient Chief of Police of Shawnee, 

bio, though not all of Shawnee’s citizens will 
admit this; but he has not shown that he pos- 
sessed executive ability of even the light- 
est calibre. He is a fighter, a native o1 
Northumberland County, %England, and is 
not averse to convincing an opponent 
by an exhibition of physical strength. 
His last official act of importance was to pro- 
long the railroad strike in the Southwest until 
a wajority of the men could not find employ~ 
ment, andthe order is now asked to support 
them. In this work he was assisted by John W. 
Hayes, the retail tea merchant of New-Bruns- 
wick, N. J., another member of tne board, and 
also to aslighter extent by Thomas B. Barry, of 
Saginaw, Mich. Tnese with Secretary Tyrner 
and Mr. Powderly form the old board. Mr. 
Powderly is the only member of the board wha 
bas jumped out of obscurity. His assistants are 
mere routine workers. They have all been 
described by Knights of Labor here as 
“narrow waisted,” though it must be said for 
Mr. Turner that he is almost as broad as he ig 
long. The stock in trade of at jeast three mem< 
bers of the board is an amusing air of mystery 
and an air of thoughtfulness which fits badly, 
They opened the campuaign here with mystery 
Tne other delegates, with few exceptions, wer 
infected, The assembly took extraordinary 
precautions to keep its work secret. Each dele, 
gate was warned not to disclose the business of 
the convention. A press committee was ap- 
pointed, and it was so enwrapped in orders aud’ 
obligations that it seldom had any news except 
of the baidest and most uninteresting char~ 


acter. The convention even eppointed 
a .committee to discover how the story 
of the Home Cliub’s§ alleged methods 


obtained circulating outside of the charmed 
circle of the Knights. The latter are not yet 
aware that the circulars from which all this in- 
formation was procured have appeared in the 
Times. The exposé created a profound sensa~ 
tien here. Only a comparativeiy small num- 
ber of Knights outside of New-York knew 
anything about the scandal. New-York Knightq 
say that the charges against the Home Ciub, sq 
far as its attempt to seize the management oj 
the order is concerned, are true. The accused 
Knights demanded an investigation and it hag 
already begun and will be continued in News 
York. They seem conscious of their power, and 
to-day demonstrated that they are not friendless 
and forlorn but powerful to a degree which has 
actually dazed the conservative element in the: 
convention, 

Secretary Turner denied a couple of nights 
ago that be was the candidate of the Home Club, | 
yet to-day he Jett his place in the conventien' 
and lobbied for the candidates ofthe cluo. Thig 
morning the conveu ‘ion began balloting for the: 
six additional members of the General Executive: 
Board. It was decided that the additional mem-: 
bers should be elected separately. The impor- 
tance of the positions was wellknown and Mr. 
Powderly did not doubt that the men be favored 
would be chosen. He made a mistake. He madé 
a Giscovery also. He found that he was not ou 
the side of the majority in his own board. 
Barry was the only mania it who stood by him 
or seemed to appreciate the gravity of the sitn- 
ation. ‘lurner, Bailey, aud Hayes, in campaign 
language, threw off their coats for the men who: 
are to be investigated for an alleged attempt to! 
secure the management for their personal ag-! 
grandizemeut. The thoughtful men of the 
order were alarmed at the aspect of affairs and 
made a desperate effort to elect men who could 
be depended upon to act for the best interests of 
the order. They were almost panic-stricken and 
thoroughly disheartened at the result.

Labor, because [think the policy of the Genera)

conflict between iabor organizations, but I 
think the trades unions will undoubtedly win, 
They are disciplined and compact § and 
Lave the largest funds. We do not fear 
the war. We regret it particularly, so far 
as the cigarmakers are concerned. I think the 
Knights will concentrate their forces against 
the cigarmakers. The 8,000 cigarmakers in the 
Kuights of Labor have not yet been ordered to 
cave the order. The General Executive Board 
will probably begin the war at onee. It has al- 
ready been berun by their action against us in 
New-York. They have done nothing with our 
grievances.” John Kirschner, Fourth Vice- 
President of the International Cigarmakers’ 
Union, expressed himself in about the same 
terms. T. B. McGuire was jubilant. He eaid 
the strength of the Home Club had been demon- 
strated by the election of Quinn, its weakest 
inan, over Carleton, the strongest man of the 
Opposition.

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A WEELK’S FLOUR PRODUCTION, 

Minn., June 2.—In iis 
weekly review of the flour production the 
Northwestern Miller on Friday willsay: ** While 
the output of the mills was not as heavy last 
week as expected, it showed a small gain and 
assumed creditable proportions. Nineteen miils 
produced 136,800 barrels, averaging 22,800 barrels 
daily, against 135,530 barrels the preceding week, 
and 107.500 barrels the corresponding time in 
i685. The same number of mills running this 
week promise a fair output. Nearly all have 
orders abead, the majority having enough to 
keep running another month atleast. The mills 
have ample power. The demoralized condition 
of the wheat market the past few days had a 
quieting effect on flour. The millers, having 
yrders ehead, are likely to hold prices pretty 
firm. Receipts the past week—Wheat, 612,150 
pusnels. Shipments—Wheat, 70.400 bushels; 
Fiour, 190,932 barrels; mill stuff, 3,918 tons. 
Wheat in store in regular elevators—Minneapo- 
tis, 3,584,057 nushels; St. Paul, 913,000 bushels; 
Duluth, 5,510,840 bushels. Direct exports of 
Flour in May, 285,250 barrels, the largest on rec- 
ord for a singie month. 





LABOR CANDIDATES DEFEATED.

PUTTING OFF THE VOTE ON HOME 
RULE, 

4 DIVISION NOT EXPECTED BEFORE NEXT 
WEEK—RANDOLPH CHUROHILL S8PRaAKS 
—-THER LIBERAL FEDERATION MEETING, 

Lonpon, June 2.—In the lobbies df the 
House of Commons this evening the prevalent 
opinion is that the Parnellites will arrange to 
prolong the debate on the Home Rule bill for 
several days longer for the purpose of giving 
Mr. Gladstone further time to better his posi 
tion. Itisthought that a division will not be 
taken before Tuesday or even a later date. The 
Parnellites will meet before the division to dis- 
cuss the situation, Several members of the 
Chamberlain party sre reported to bave re- 
turned to the Gladstone fold. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, speaking in this city 
to-night, said that the home rule problem was 
practically insoluble. Everything possible had 
been said against home rule, therefore the Op- 
position did not intend to prolong the discus- 
sion. There was nothing to prevent an im- 
mediate decision. The supporters of the bill 
were like drowning persons—oatching at 
straws—they would seize the least attempt 
at argument. to prolong the debate, 
They would doubtless also attribute 
his reticence to a malignant and sinister object. 
He had — believeti in the impracticability 
of any repeal movement and the insolubility of 
the home rule problem. He knew nothing that 
was more calctilated to atrengthen faith in the 
British democracy than the remarkable display 
of independence onthe part of the Liberals in 
refusing to follow a Premier whose pow- 
er had not been equaled since the 
days of Chatham. The demon Dissolution 
which Gladstone had summoned, would proba- 
bly destroy the Premier and his Government 
policy altogether. The Conservatives must ex- 
ercise the ttmost care in order that the dissi- 
dent Liberals may notsuffer by their action 
atthe next election. On the other hand, the 
followers of Gladstone would be allowed no 
quarter; they would have to fight for their po- 
litical lives as they had never fought before, 

A meeting of the General Committee of the 
National Liberal Federation was held to-day. 
The resignations of Mr. Richard Chamberlain 
and other prominent officials were accepted in 
consequence of the vote at the _ recent 
conference in favor of home rule for Ire- 
land. Mr. Jesse Coliings addressed the mect- 
ing. He deplored what he termed the sad 
crisis in the affairs of the Liberal Party. 
The Liberals, he said, had not deserted Mr. 
Gladstone; Mr. Gladstone had deserted the Lib- 
erals, and bad sprung schemes without warning 
or consultation. Mr. Schnadhorst also made a 
speech, in which he heartily indorsed the 
Premier. It was resolved to establish an 
emergency fund to further the Government 
billin view of the approaching elections.

INDIGNANT RHODE ISLANDERS. * 
‘ ane eam 
& MASS MENTING TO PROTHEBT AGAINST 
BAD APPOINTMENTS, 

Provyipzencr, R. IL, June 2.—Probably 
not since 1842 has ahy public question 6d gen- 
erally aroused the people of Rhode Island as the 
passage by the General Assembly of the Con- 
stabulary law in enforcement of the probibit- 
ory constitutional amendment, and the choice 
of Charles R, Brayton, the defaulting Postmas- 
ter, as Chief of the State Police established 
thereby. The feeling crystallized in a monster 
indignation meeting this evening, which packed 
Musie Hall. Ex-Mayor Barstow, a lifelong 
temperance advocate, ocailed the meeting to 
order and presented the Rev. Dr, Robin. 
son, President of Brown University. Dr. 
Robinson has held aloof from al) participation 


in politics for many yeara, and his prominenco 
in this demonstration is worthy of remark, Ho 
made no bones of telling things just as they 
were, not caring whom he hit or how ly he 
soared the political offenders, He said: 

“For nearly 14 yearg I have resided in this 
State. From the time that I came here the per- 
sons that I have been asked to vote for have 
been selected by the special managers, some of 
them excellent men. I donot regard voting as 
a sufficiently pleasant pastime to indulge 
in it unless it counts for something. 
1 decline to be lead to the polis to 
stand and deliver my vote, But now I propose, 
when I can, to vote wherever I have a right to, 
and to second it with a word; and it will be on 
the ground that we need to have & change, so 
that we can put in all of our offices men that we 
can feel, when wo go to bed at night, that they 
will be foundinthe morning in_ honest places 
and ready for honest work.” [Prolonged ap- 
plause. | 

The Hon. William P. Sheffield, of Newport, 
long known as the watch dog of the Rhode Isi- 
and Genera) Assembly, said of Brayton: * The 
honor of Rhode Isiand has been attacked. He 
who corrupts the fountain from which the pop- 
ular will flows or attempts to pervert to his own 
selfish purposes the administration of the Goy- 
ernment or the funds of the Government is 
an enemy of the State, seeks to overthrow 
and subvert its institutions and its laws, and is 
deserving to be treated as a common outlaw. 
What a strange spectacie is that which has 
brought us together to-night. The man who

He who has 
been accustomed to receive and distribute as 
the almoner of the Liquor Dealers’ Association 
their largesses for the purpose of promoting and 
protecting their infamous traffic is to be chief 
officer of the State tu execute the laws to pre- 
yent and probibit that traffic. Could there bea 
greater satire on the moralsof a people ora 
greater discredit to the honesty of a State ?” 
“Oharles R. Brayton goes and gathers the 
money, either from the grog gellers’ learzue 
or from some one elee Who was willing 
to pay it; goes around and _ distrib- 
utes it in the various towns; gets a 
mortgage upon the members whom they 
elect to the General Assembly, and at the proper 
time, whenever he can advantage by it, ho seeks 
to foreciose that mortgage upon the action of 
the member whose election he secures. Let us 
protest to these members of the General 
Assembly. Let us tell them that what they 
have done is a gross error; that they have 
wronged and disionored the people whom they 
represent.

The significance of this 
meeting is that unless the General Assembly 
retracts and kills both Brayton’s election 
and the despicable and outrageous District 
Court Judgeship elections, there will be a new 
Republican Party in this State before six months 
roll by. The greatest feature of the meeting 
was that every shade of politics and all sides of 
the temperance question were represented. Old 
political enemies virtually shook hands over the 
chasms of the past, andsput their shoulders to 
the wheel for reform.

HOW 137 HAS WORKED 1N THE 
ILLINOIS ELECTIONS. 
GOY. BILL CAN NO LONGER PLEAD THAT 
IT IS AN EBXPSRIMENT=“YRSTERDAY'S 
HEARINGS ON UNSIGNED BILLS. 


AuBayy, June 2,~Information regard- 
ing the practical operation of the cumulative 
plan of voting, which js the chief feature of the 
bill now before Gov. Hill for electing 14 Alder- 
men at Large in New-York City, is of special 
value just at thistime. That it is entirely prac- 
ticable is shown by the apnended atatement of a 
gentleman thoroughly conversant with its ap- 
plication to elections in-Illinois. The gentleman 
writes from Chicago, saying; 

“The cumulative plan, or, a8 it is now coms 
monly known here, thé ‘minority representa- 
tion’ plan, has been in operation here in this 
State since 1872, Hach Senatorial district in the 
State eleots one Senator and three Representa- 
tives, (the latter being equivalent to New-York 
Assemblymen.) The * plan’ is applicable only to 
the election of Representatives, Under it each 
voter is entitled to three votes. These he can 
dispose of as ho wishes. He can cast them all 
for one man, cast one and one-half votes for 
each of two men, or cast one vote for each of 
the three men, The plan has worked vory sati<- 
factorily on the whole. Its stron point is that 
it enablea a respectable minority in any district 
to secure a Representative, as they gan cast all 
their votes for him. The plan puts a sort of 
premium) on ‘personal friendship’ in politics, 
for the reason that voters may concentrate their 

strength upon one man who is popular, and 
cach give him three votes for fear he will not be 
elected, Then the other and less popular candi- 
dates are likely to be defeated. The plan makes 
deals very difficult and weakens the force of 
gerfymanaers. From the politician's standpoint 
it is extremely offensive, but from the citizen's 
view it seems to bea good method of electing 
men to office. The only opposition it has ever 
mee or met with here was from the politi.

in his veto ofa New-York bill containing the 
cumulative plan Gov. Hoffman said that the 
fe Was experimental, and although one or two 

tates had recently adopted it no fair judgment 
could at that time be formed as to its practical 
operation.

None of 
the bills provoked any real discussion. 
Corporation Counsel Jencks in the most formal 
manner and in the briefest ianguage possible 
presented the city’s side in one or two cases 
where the city authorities thought it advisable 
to take astand. The bill of Mr. McCann ex- 
empting from local assessment charitable insti- 
tutions in the five county towns was chiefly 
championed by Messrs. Veeder and McCann.

The Governor showed much interest in 
this bill, This is the company with which he 
mad® the atipulation a year ago that 
only five-cent fares should be collected in re- 
turn for favorable Executive action upon a 
measure in which the company was interested. 
He said to-day thatthe company ought to run 
its trains for five cents on Sunday, and asketi 
if the company was willing to makean agree- 
ment to that effect. Mr. Cohen was not prepared 
to give a definite answer. He insisted that the 
company would be conferring a large return to 
the public by adopting the eight commutation 
hours imposed by the bill. The Governor said 
he bad sent the bill to the Railroad Commission- 
ers for a definite report. He wanted their opin- 
ion as to whether the bill was just to the com- 
pany and just to the public. 

The bill of Mr. Brown amending the election 
laws of Brooklyn‘in some slight particulars, 
among others giving an increase of salary to the 
Election Commissioners, was not satisfactory to 
the Governor.

TWO RIVAL RECEIVERS. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 2,—The trial of 
B, PF. McCormick, Receiver of the Kentucky and 
South Atlantic Road; Sheriff Robinson, of 
Montgomery; Sheriff Ringo, of Monifee, and 
Judge Day, of Mount Sterliag, for contempt of 
court, came up this moraing before Judge Barr. 


The Kentucky aud South Atlantic is a littie 
road running from Mount Sterling to a station 
within: four miles of Frenchburg, and is a coal 
road. Under legal_ pro nes against it at 
Mount Sterling, Judge Cooper, of the Cir- 
cuit Court, decided that a Receiver should 
be appointed. The Federal court then 
stepped in and appointed George R. Harrer Re- 
ceiver. Subsequently Judge Cooper appointed 
. KF. McCormick Receiver, and he told the 
Sheriffs of Montgomery and Maqnifeo Counties 
he could not run the road until put in posses- 
sion. They put him in_ po on, eputy 
Marshal Gruelle went to Mount Sterling and re- 
instated Harper. 

The case involves a very pretty question of 
jurisdiction. Harper, who was the principal 
witness, recited that he had been appointed Re- 
ceiver of the Mount sterling Coal Road by the 
Federal court; that on April 17 Mr. Mo- 
Cormick, Judge Day, and Sheriffs Ringo 
and Robinson, with a posse of men, seized 
the train at the station and ordered the witness 
to give it up to McCormick. The witness re- 
fused, announcing that he was appointed by the 
United States court. Judge Day called to the 
Sheriffs to ‘‘ use shotguns if necessary.” Over- 
awed by superior force the witness quietly gave 
up the property. After hearing the evidence 
Judge Barr decided Sheriffs Ringo and Robin- 
s0n guilty of contempt, but, owing to the pecul- 
iar circumstances, ag required them to pay 
te costs of the rules issued against them. As 
to McCormick and Day, he held them in bonds 
of to appear before him on Oct. 18, as he was 
not fully decided upon their case, 


TRANSCONTINENTAL RATES. 
Now that the new board of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Directory has been chosen and 
its personnel being practically unchanged, with 
a very decided leaning toward peace with the 
transcontinental) lines, it is announced that there 
will probably be another effort to bring about 
some agreement for a renewal Of the subsidy of 
$75,000 a month and an advance of rates. 
Whether that can be arranged or not is of course 
a matter of conjecture, but one thing is cer- 
tain—the old rates will never again be restored. 
The present tariff may be advanced, but not to 
the old figures, and Jast year’s rates to the Pa- 
cific coast wili never seen again.

Their gross income had in- 
creased very much and a little more than ex- 
enses. To be sure, they had the whole protit 
rom ocean to ocean, but instead of running 
half empty trains they had run full trains by 
sections and carried all the freight they could 
handle. Contrary to the general opinion the 
drift of passenger travel had been westward, 
and San Francisco had been so full of strangers 
that for the first time since it was built the Pal- 
ace H had been compelled to put up cots. 


GOWEN LOSING SUPPORT.

The 
carriage dashed through the La Salle-street tun- 
nel, and here Smith, pressing an extra 
half dollar into the expressman’s hand, 
managed to get abreast of the car- 
riage, but just as he was about to yell 
to Bowman some legal instructions the Carriage 
team was whipped up and the carriage shot 
ahead. Then there was a wild race up La Salle- 
street, everybody giving way for what they took 
to be arunaway across to Fifth-avenue and south 
on Fifth-avenue to the Pinkerton Agency, 
Smith arriving abreast of the carriage. Bow- 
man was whisked up stairs and Smith was re- 
fused admittance to the place. 

In Vermont Bowman is charged with passing 
two forged drafts on the Brandon Bank amount- 
ing to $2,200. The crime was committed five 
years ago. He returned one of the drafts, and 
it is claimed that there was a positive agreement 
between the Pinkertons not to push the case 
any furtber. 





TO SET ASIDE JUDGMENTS, 


A PAPER COMPANY'S CHARGES AGAINST A 
PRINTING COMPANY, 


Cxurcaco, June 2.—A bill was filed in the 
Superior Court yesterday by the J. W. Butler 
Paper Company against the John B. Jeffrey 
Printing Compaiy and others to set aside the 
recent confessions of judgment for $100,000 en- 
tered up against the company by Mrs. Emma J. 
Jeffrey, D. K. Tenny, and others. The paper 
company represent that in May, 1885, they made 
a contract with Jeffery, as representative of the 
Jeffrey’ Printing Company, by which they agreed 
to sell it $10,000 worth of paper to be delivered 


as wanted on two years’ time, the company 
ugreeing to give its note for $10,000 as security, 
and also assign 100 shares cf the company's 
capital stock. The printing company was or- 
anized in February 1884, with a capital of 
150,000. of which John B. Jeffrey and his 
wife took 1,400 shares, and his father-in-law 
97 shares. It is charged that the contessions of 
judgment aggregating $108,000 recently entered 
up were entered up in Jeffrey's interest with the 
intention of wrecking the company. Also that 
the advertisement of the Sheriff's sale of the 
company’s property was unattractively worded 
and designed with a view of allowing Jeffrey to 
buy itin ata nominal sum. The oommpeny there- 
fore ask to have the confessions of judgment 
set aside anda new Receiver appointed to wind 
up the company’s affairs, and that an injunction 
may be issued restraining the Sheriff's sale of 
the property. A temporary injunction was 
granted by Judges Shepard. A similar bill was 
filed in the United States Circuit Court by C. B. 
Cottrell & Sons, of New-York, who say they 
sold Jeffrey five presses and took as collateral 
security fora note $10,000 worth of the stock of 
the company.

she was going to Oleveland to murder her 
boy and destroy herself. As the train had 
arrived before the telegram was received, 
officers were sent to the different hotels, and 
at 8 o‘clock Policeman McGraw found Mrs, 
Mills at the Weddell House. She gave a 
scream and tried to close the door when the 
policeman entered, and at first flatly refused to 
accompany him to the Central Station, but upon 
his saying that he would remaininthe room all 
night unless she did so, Mrs. Milis at !ast yielded. 
She isa very pretty blonde, about 80 years of 
age, and her child appears to be about 4, On the 
way to the station she told the officer that her 
letter must have been delivered too soon. “If 
my husband had only received it when I wished 
bim to,” said she, ** all would have been ended by 
to-morrow morning.” One of the police who 
searched her sachel is authority for the state- 
ment that a loaded revolver and a knife were 
found therein. The cause of her escapade is as 
yet unknown.

THE POWERS OF A STATE JUSTIOFR. 

Fort Wortns, Texas, June 2,—It ig 
putting it mild to say that a great stir was made 
yesterday morning when a Deputy United 
States Marshal served a capias on Justice John 
F. Zinn, of this city, and took him tothe train 
and then to Dallas. The charge against Justice 
Zinn was unlawfully obstructing a United States 


officer in the discharge of his duty. The trouble 
came up during the strike, and was as follows; 
peu United States Marsha) Thomas Gerrin 
had warrants fora number of strikers for in- 
terfering with the property of the Texas and 
Pacific ilroad in charge of the court. Gerrin 
was in Justice Zinn’s court room, and the Justice 
told him that he could arrest any man in the 
court room for whom he (Gerrin) had a warrant, 
but be could not arrest men there for whom he 
had no warranta. Gerrin saw in the room a man 
he had been looking for fortwo daya for con- 
tempt of court, and walkea over to him and ar 
rested him. Justice Zinn at once fined Gerrin $5 
for contempt, and had him under arrest few 
minutes, when Gerrin paid the fine, and the 
facts were brought before the United Stateg 
Grand Jury and an indictment was found 
against Zinn. lt is understood here that the case 
was dismissed at Dallas. A number of citizens 
look upon the arrest as an outrage on our Btate 
courts.

PROFESSIONAL RISKERS’ PLAN, 
THE NEW SCHEME TO EVADE THE LAW 
AGAINST BETTING, 

Richard 8S. Newcombe, the counsel of 
the bookmakers, has hit upona plan by which 
he thinks that his clients wiil be able to carry on 
the betting business within the pale of the law. 
Mr. Newcombe submitted his plan to the Police 
Commissioners, who in turn submitted it to Cor- 
poration Counsel Lacombe. Mr. Newcombe said 
yesterday that the men who had formerly been 
called bookmakers would take risks under some 
new title, as bookmakers had ceased to exist un- 
der the law. 

Section 351 of the Penal Code prohibits the 
registering or recording of any bet or wager. 
The Penal Code, Mr. Newcombe says, must be 
strictly construed, and if a bet can be made 
without its being registered or recorded it will 
not be made contrary to the law. The person 
who desires to bet would go to a professional 
risker, or whatever the ex-bookmaker might be 
called, and ask him what the odds were on a 
certain horse. The protessional would state the 
odds, and the bettor would give him a certain 
amount of money to be placed on the horse 
at the odds named, The professional would 
then give the better a receipt tor 
the money to be bet at certain odds 
on a certain horse. The professional would 
bave receipt tickets of various colors, Each 
color would have a different meaning and value. 
The professional risker would bet or have bet for 
him, with other persons, the aggregate which 
he had received on each horse. He would al- 
ways betin round numbers in order to oarry the 
amount more easily in his head, and would 
always be ready to put in enough of his own 
money to make up the round number. 
The professional risker would always 
start out with a given number of 
the various colored receipt tickets, so that 
the number which he had left would tell him the 
number which were out and for which he would 
be obliged to settle at the close of the race. 

Under this plan, Mr. Newcomhe says, there 
will be no record or register of the bets made, 
Mr. Newcombe also stated that Corporation 
Counsel Lacombe had said that the plan was a 
nove! one, and that it was doubtful whether it 
would come within the meaning of the Penal 
Code, The ex-bookmakers, Mr. Newcombe said, 
would probably start business under his new 
plan on Saturday.

The circle of personal and official 
friends who yesterday witnessed the mar- 
riage of the President and Miss Foisom 
will cherish the memory of that simple 
ceremony the more dearly by reason 
of the fact that their privilege was 
shared by so few; and the people 
of the Republic who have in many 
ways made known their kindly and 
respectful interest in the intentions of 
their President, while sincerely approving 
his avoidance of ostentatious display 
will read this morning of the wedding 
in the White House with a sympathy 
quite as deep and genuine as would 
have been evoked by a more splendid 
and stately ceremony. The temptation 
to be married in that fashion was one 
which Mr. CLEVELAND, with his known 
liking for simple ways, probably had no 
great difficulty in resisting. There can 
be no doubt of the heartiness and unanim- 
ityof the spirit with which the people of 
the country congratulate him upon his 
marriage, nor of the fervency of their 
prayers for his happiness. 





In the report of the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the State Labor 
Association of Illinois the statement is 
made that the comparative failure of the 
demand for the eight-hour system ‘* must 
have convinced the most skeptical that it 
is a virtual impossibility for any city or 
State to adopt it and successfully and 
permanently compete with other sections 
of the country where ten hours are con- 
sidered a day’s work, and contracts are 
entered into on that basis.” This would 
seem to be sufficiently obvious without a 
trial It ought also to be plain that it is 
useless to attempt to make the eight-hour 
system general in all trades and occupa- 
tions. If there is any trade in which the 
labor involves a high degree of in- 
telligence and skill, and which is 
so situated that it can be carried 
on profitably and with good wages on 
the eight-hour system, it does not fol- 
low that the same will be practicable in 
other occupations. Then the absurdity 
of such a phrase as ten hours’ pay for 
eight hours’ work ought to be evident to 
the ordinary mental capacity. If an 
eight-hour day is practicable it must be 
because the work is of a grade that makes 
eight hours’ pay sufficient, and it can be 
adopted and extended only so far as that 
condition exists. When the community 
is made up wholly of sober, industrious, 
efficient, and capable workers the system 
may become generally practicable; but as 
that condition of things will not come all 
atonce, the system will have to come into 
‘existence gradually, if at all.

The proposition submitted by the Vice- 
Président of the National Papermakers’ 
Association to the Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce on the disinfection 
of rags is certainly a radical one, and it is 
hard to see what fault can be found with 
it in the interest of the public health or of, 
commerce. The Vice-President says: 


“ The paper manufacturers, whom I represent 
in this investigation, are willing to abide by the 





resolution of this Chamber of June 4, 1885. Ther | 


are willing to go further. They bélieve all 


known modes of disinfection to be inefficient, 
and therefore suggest that rags baled, collected, 
or ehipped in or from an infected country 
should not be allowed to come into this country 
at all.” 

This involves, of course, the admission 
without disinfection of rags collected in 
healthy districts. Against this plan, 
which provides for the most ample pro- 
tection of the public health from even 
the suspicion of infection through rags, 
there is the absurd and distinctly selfish 
scheme of the Health Officer that rags 
before admission must be, no matter 
where collected, certified by an in- 
spector to have been disinfected by speci- 
fied methods, or otherwise must be disin- 
fected here by a process of which the 
Health Officer’s friend, Mr. BaRTLETT, 
has the monopoly. As between the two 
plans there ought to be no hesitation. 








It is evident that influences of an un- 
healthy kind are at work inside the as- 
sembly of the Knights of Labor at 
Cleveland. On Tuesday and yesterday 
THE Times told in some detail the story of 
thé so-called ‘‘ Home Club,” a secret and 
oath-bound group formed within the or- 
ganization of the Knights, and actuated by 
the most virulent hostility toward many 
of its trusted general officers. It was 
shown that JamEs E. QUINN, of this city, 
was an active member of this group, and if 
the statements made against him by the 
authors of the revelations about the 
‘* Home Club” are true he is anything 
but a proper person to intrust with of- 
ficial responsibility in a body which still 
retains at its head the men he is said to 
have plotted to destroy. QUINN was 
last evening elected a member of the 
General Executive Board, which indicates 


| either that he is stronger than Mr. Puw- 
| DexLY and his friends, orthat Morrison, 


LLoyp, and McGouIkE, the authors of the 
charges against him, are looked upon as 
desperate liars, In either case the good of 
the order seems todemand a firm exercise of 
the power of expulsion. Aside from these 
personal and internal dissensions there is 
a prospect of a war with the trades unions, 
whose demands the Knights are unwill- 
ing to grant. This a very trying year for 
the Knights, and they are not meeting so 
wisely as their friends could wish the 
many tests to which they have been sub- 
jected. 








The ingenious lawyer of the bookmak- 
ers and poolsellers thinks he has hit upon 
a plan for evading the law against betting 
upon races and other trials of speed and 
endurance. The law makes it a misde- 
meanor to record or register bets or to 
sell pools, and the astute lawyer proposes 
that the turf gambler shall simply receive 
money on the risks of a race and give re- 
ceipts therefor. without making any book. 
But even these receipts may be regarded 
as a record of the bets and the operator 
must of necessity keep some sort of a rec- 
ord of his risks. If the officers of the law 
would use half the ingenuity and energy 
displayed by the gamblers and their 
counsel they would have no difficulty 
in applying the penalties of the code to 
this process, which is palpably a mere 
evasion, based on an effort to give a tech- 
nical meaning to “ record or register.” 








THE BANKRUPICY BILL POST- 
PONED. 

Although the Bankruptcy bill was 
again before the Senate yesterday there is 
no doubt that the action of that body on 
Tuesday must be taken as practically fatal 
to the measure in its present form, or in 
any form that its advocates and friends 
can approve. That action was equivalent 
to the elimination of the ‘‘ involuntary” 
features of the bill; that is to say, of 
those features which permit the creditors 
of a man who fails to pay his debts when 
they are due to bring him before the 
courts and compel him to surrender his 
assets, after which he is released from 
further obligation. This was done in con- 
nection with a motion of Senator GEORGE 
to strike out those features, and a motion of 
Senator Hoar to lay Mr. GrorGe’s motion 
on the table. Against Mr. Hoar’s motion 
every Democratic Senator and seven Re- 
publicans either voted or were paired. 
The seven Republican Senators were from 
the States of Michigan, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Colorado, Oregon, and California. Mr. 
Hoak has announced that as a Federal 
Bankruptcy act would suspend all State 
acts he will not press the present bill to 
passage without the involuntary clauses, 
as that would destroy all such clauses in 
the State laws where they now exist. We 
cannot but think that such a course on 
the part of Mr. Hoar, unless a different 
one shall be urged by the business men of 
the country, is entirely wise. 

The history of the attempts to secure a 
national bankruptcy law since the last 
one ceased to be operative, is a very 
curious one, and it brings out very clearly 
the demoralization of the public mind by 
the speculative period that followed the 
war, and by the currency legislation 
which was one of the consequences of the 
war. The chief obstacle to the enactment 
of such a system has been the opposition 
of men who claimed to speak in the name 
of the ‘‘ debtor class.” In part these men 
were undoubtedly sincere, and were sus- 
tained by a certain considerable portion 
of that class. In part they were mere 
ignorant and unscrupulous demagogues, 
acting on a mistaken view of what 
the debtor class want, or of what 
would be to its real interest. Un- 
derlying, however, nearly all the 
opposition to the bills that have 
been introduced is the vague notion that 
a debtor is a privileged person, that he 
ought not to be required to meet his ob- 
ligations when it is inconvenient or un- 
pleasant for him to doso; that a cred- 
itor, on the other hand, is without defi- 
nite rights, and that he ought not to be 
aided by the law to enforce the contract 
which the debtor has voluntarily entered 
into with him. This feeling, as we have 
said, was largely the product of the cur- 
rency legislation of the United States 
during and after the war. The Govern- 
ment, by its legal tender acts, which pro- 
vided in effect for a series of forced loans, 
became by far the largest and the most 
important debtor in existence in the 
country, and the example it set, the prin- 
ciples by which it was guided, naturally

had a powerful-influence upon tho stand- 


ard of duty and right for all debtors, 

Now, the Government, by the legal 
tender acts in the first instance, and by 
the provision for the maintenance in cir- 
culation of its demand notes outstanding 
in May, 1878, declared directly that it was 
under no obligation to meet its debts save 
at the time and in the manner most con- 
venient to itself. Why should not indi- 
vidual debtors adopt the same principle, 
if they could; and since they cannot do so 
as individuals without encountering the 
invincible opposition of the law, why 
should they not band together, act as ‘‘a 
class,” and by their combined influence 
secure from Congress, as far as possible, 
the privileges assumed by the Govern- 
ment? This reasoning has not distinctly 
been avowed by the champions of the 
debtors in Congress, but it has been acted 
on. The most noteworthy feature in the 
history of their action has been, however, 
that in their blind pursuit of the assumed 
interests of the debtors they have in- 
jured the real interests of that class. 
There is no room for discussion as to the 
fact that the provisions of the Bankruptcy 
bill just indefinitely postponed in the Sen- 
ate were more favorable to debtors than 
the laws of the various States which will 
be left in force by the failure to pass 
it. The Senate bill was a temperate and 
cautious and honest pian for releasing the 
insolvent debtor on the surrender of his 
assets, and this surrender was made with 
reservations favorable to the debtor. Had 
it been passed, any honest and unfort- 
unate man could have cleared away his 
debts and begun anew without fear of 
having to bear the burden of full pay- 
ment. Under most of the State laws such 
a result can only be obtained by the con- 
sent of creditors, and it is quite possible 
by sharp and prompt practice to secure 
judgments that may hang over a debtor 
ajl his life, and these judgments may be 
very greatly increased by legal costs and 
charges. These facts show not only the 
immense influence accorded to the debtor 
class in legislation, but the tendency 
common to the «fforts of all demagogues 
in serving a Class to actually injure it, 








EFFECT OF CUMULATIVE VOTING. 


Gov. HOFFMAN in 1872 objected to the 
cumulative method of voting as an ex- 
periment. It had then been lately intro- 
duced in the State of Illinois in the elec- 
tion of members of the lower branch of 
the Legislature, and has been in use ever 
since with satisfactory results. There the 
Senate district is adopted as the unit in 
representation, and three members of the 
lower house are chosen in each with the 
privilege of the voter to cumulate his 
vote. The result is that in each district 
the minority always secures representa- 
tion, The testimony of experience is that 
it works as a discouragement to deals and 
bargains and to the use of corrupt means 
to defeat the actual will of the people. 
Instead of making bribery more potent it 
operates to make it impotent, because of 
the number of votes to be controlled. 
The system has also been in use for years 
in Pennsylvania in town elections, where 
it serves the purpose intended of securing 
always a representation of the minority 
in all bodies having the management of 
local affairs, Of the importance and 
justice’of this there can be no question, 
whatever may be the line of division 
among voters. 

It is pretty generally conceded that in 
this city the election of the Aldermen on 
a general ticket would produce a great 
improvement in the character of the 
board, and the only valid objection that 
has been urged against it is the danger 
that the minority party in a community 
of near a quarter of a million voters might 
be wholly without representation. It is 
to meet and obviate this objection that 
the plan of cumulative voting is proposed 
and it would accomplish this purpose with 
entire fairness to all parties. In the 
School Board elections in England and in 
the application of the system to private 
organizations it has been shown that 
a just representation of all parties is se- 
cured by it. 


Of course, it is understood that there is 
the means of estimating approximate- 
ly in advance the relative strength 
of the contending forces and that nomi- 
nations will be restricted by each political 
organization to the number of candidates 
it can hope to elect. Calculations of this 
kind can always be made with a near ap- 
proach to accuracy, and always are s0 
made. On the basis of last year's vote for 
local offices Tammany would be able to 
elect five Aldermen, the Republicans five, 
and the County Democracy four, and 
each new election would furnish the 
means of rectifying calculations. When 
seven Aldermen are to be elected the 
chances are that if there are three factions 
in the contest one will secure three mem- 
bers and each of the others two. It is no 
objection to the system that any inde- 
pendent movement which can command 
one-seventh of the vote of the city may 
be able to secure two representatives in 
the Board of Aldermen. 

There is one thing that would be greatly 
hindered by this system of voting, and 
that is the selling out of candidates by 
the leaders of one faction to the leaders 
of another. It would discourage corrupt 
deals and bargains by making it difficult 
to carry them out, No honest citizen will 
regard this as a disadvantage, but it is 
the source of the whole opposition to this 
plan of. voting and to the bill which the 
Governor has under consideration for 
Spring elections. If the Governor re- 
fuses to sign the bill he will undoubtedly 
make this provision for cumulative voting 
the pretext for his action. He will 
probably not come out boldly against 
the principle of allowing the minor- 
ity a fair representation, nor will his 
course be determined, whatever he may 
pretend, by doubts of the constitutionality 
of the measure or by apprehensions as to 
the practical effect of the cumulative vote. 
He will simply sacrifice the benefits prom- 
ised by the bill in Spring elections and in 
a higher standard of: character for Alder- 


politicians. of Tammany and ‘their allies 
object to any arrangement which will in- 
terfere with their calculations and com- 
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best suit their purposes, instead of those 
who are strongest in the confidence of the 
people, 

THE SENTENCE OF MOST, 

JOHANN MOST was yesterday sentenced 
to a year’s imprisonment for using sedi- 
tious language after a speech in which 
the Judge who tried him expressed regrot 
that he was not able to impose a penalty 
more adequate to the offense. This re- 
gret is shared by all good citizens, And 
yet this conviction is the first had for 
many years of this offense, This is the 
first occasion within many years in 
which anybody has been indicted for this 
offense. It may seem that in sending this 
filthy and spiteful creature to Blackwell’s 
Island for a year the community is de- 
parting from a wise tradition and giving 
up a safeguard of free speech and per- 
sonal liberty more valuable to it than the 
conviction of a man accused of counseling 
murder and rapine. 

This is not really the case. The law 
with us punishes acts, not words, unless 
these words are provocative of acts. The 
theory even of the law of libel is that a 
libel is criminally punishable because it 
tends to a breach of the peace. This 
theory is often strained, no doubt, but 
the law with regard to seditious language 
has never been strained, because it has 
never until now been put into exercise. 
Even now Most is really punished 
not for using language calculated 
to provoke a breach of the peace, 
but for language that has actually 
produced a breach of the peace. The tra- 
ditional policy of the community toward 
ranters like Most has been that laid down 
for himself by FREDERICK the Great: 
‘* My people say what they please, and I 
do what I please.” We have always pur- 
sued toward pothouse revolutionists the 
line of good-humored and contemptuous 
tolerance indicated by this remark, nor 
have we departed from it now. Ever 
since Most has been in this country he 
has been goading the police to arrest 
him by the use of language that 
has grown more violent as his impunity 
has been the longer continued. He has 
been suffered to exhaust himself without 
interference so long as no actions followed 
his words. Now action has foilowed. 
The blood of the policemen slaughtered 
by an Anarchist mob in Chicago cries out 
for vengeance against their murderers, 
and the chief of these murderers is Most. 
The bomb that killed them by exploding 
was scarcely more an iriesponsible tool 
than was the man _ that’ threw 
it, the dupe and pupil of the 
agitators against society, of whom Most 
is the chief. He is the murderer of these 
men. But for this he would not have 
been indicted, would not have been con- 
victed, would not have been sentenced. 
This it is that makes a year’s imprisonment 
so meagre and pitiful as an expiation 
of his crime. If ever a man earned 
death on the gallows Most has earned 
it. Society and civilization are bound by 
their own safeguards not to proceed 
against anenemy of both except under 
these safeguards against doing him an in- 
justice. His sentence is a proof that they 
are not without weapons against their 
enemies, blunted though these weapons 
be, and that it has not yet become neces- 
sary to deal with creatures. like Most as. 
we deal with rabid dogs. 

What makes Most’s crime most atro- 
cious is that it is a rebellion not against 
oppression, not against unjust laws or 
partial enforcement of them, but against 
humanity itself. This is a Government 
in name, and still in fact, ‘‘ of the peo- 
ple, by the people, and for the peo- 
ple.” It is the benign and hospitable 
refuge of exiles ruined and perhaps mad- 
dened by oppression elsewhere. In it they 
are not only safe from being called 
to account for their revolts against 
Governments elsewhere, but after a 
probation which many of us are 
coming to think too brief they are admit- 
ted to their full share of political power, 
and left at liberty to agitate for a change 
in its institutions. A foreigner who takes 
refuge here and who makes use of tht 
shelter given him to plot against the 
Government plots against the people who 
give it, for the Government and the peo- 
ple are one. His impudence is almost 
more outrageous than his ingratitude, 
and it becomes intolerable when he pre- 
tends that the loafers and thieves and mur- 
derers of the community are ‘‘ the people” 
and are oppressed by the decent, indus- 
trious, and law-abiding. When he suc- 
cessfully instigates some of his ‘‘ people” to 
kill their peaceable neighbors, no punish- 
ment can be too severe for him. To be 
pulled out from under a bed and set to 
honest labor for a year seems more like a 
reward thana punishment. Inadequate 
as the punishment is, it is better for the 
community to be content with inflicting 
it, because it is all that the law provides, 
than to execute swift and informal jus- 
tice upon the scoundrel by hanging him 
to a lamp post. 








FOR THE NATION’S HONOR. 


The report of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations upon Senator MorGan’s 
bill directing that the notorious Weil and 
La Abra claims shall be taken into the 
courts by the Attorney-General, not only 
supports in a forcible way this plan for 
practically reversing the discreditable ac- 
tion taken by the Senate in secret session, 
but also will cause the State Department 
to persist in its refusal to surrender the 
money which the Washington lobby 
demands, It is the work of Senator 
Morgan and Senator Epmuyps, and 
although four members of the com- 
mittee voted for the claimants in the 
secret session of the Senate, they unite 
with their associates in advocating the 
bill. It is one thing to support iniqui- 
tous claims when the doors are closed, 
and another to support them when the 
doors are open. It is understood that 
Secretary Bayarp was of the opinion that 
if Congress should fail to act with refer- 
ence to these claims at the present session 
he might not be able to withhold legally 
from the cluimants the money paid over 
by Mexico,” The committee holds that it 
is his duty to retain the money until Con- 
gress has disposed of the pending legisla- 
tion relating to the subject. 
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this matter is clearly shown by the facta, 
It is unfortunate that those who own the. 
claims were able to induce twenty-seven 
Senators to vote against the treaty that pro- 
vided for a new trial, but the suits at law 
for which provision is made in the Morgan 
bill would probably end in a satisfactory 
settlement of the question. The same 
course was taken ina case of the same 
kind more than thirty years ago. It was 
discovered that the Gardiner claim, 
which had been allowed by a Mex- 
ican Commission organized under the 
treaty of 1848, was fraudulent. About 
$425,000 had been paid to the claimant 
and his representatives, Congress made p 
an investigation by means of a special 
commission, and the President was di- 
rected to bring suits against the claimant 
and his associates, These suits were 
brought, the greater part of the money 
was recovered, and GARDINER was sent to 
the penitentiary for ten years, That 
claim, like those which are pending now, 
affected the reputations of several public 
men in and out of office, and was a pro- 
lific source-of scandal. 

During the term of President ArTauR 
the persons who own these Weil and La 
Abra claims sought by an appeal to the 
courts to compel Secretary FRELINGHUY- 
SEN to pay them the money which Mex- 
ico, in obedience to the terms of the 
treaty and the awards of the commission, 
had. delivered in regular installments to 
our Government. The adverse decision 
of the Supreme Court, to which the case 
was appealed, was accompanied by some 
remarks that aré pertinent to the issue 
now pending. The court said: 

**Each Government, when it entered into the 
compact under which the awards were made, 
relied on the honor and good faith of the other 
for protection as faras possible against frauds 
and impositions of individual claimants. The 
presentation by acitizen of a fraudulent claim 
or false testimony for reference to the commis- 
sion was an imposition on his own Government, 
and if that Government afterward discovered 
that it had in this way been made an instrument 
of wrong toward a friendly power it would be 
not only its right, but its duty, to repudiate the 
act and make reparation as far as possible 
for the consequences of its neglect, if any there 
had been. International arbitration must al- 
ways proceed on the principles of national honor 
and integrity. The United States, when they 
assumed the responsibility of presenting the 
claims of their citizens to Mexico for payment, 
entered into no contract obligations with the 
claimants to assume their frauds and to collect 
on their account all that, by their imposition of 
false testimony, might be given in the awards of 
the commission. As between the United States 
and the claimants the honesty of the claims is 
always open to inquiry tor the purpose of fair 
dealing with the Government against which, 
through the United States, a claim has been 
made.” 

It is high time for the Nation to vindi- 
cate its honor by uncovering the acts of 
those who have tried to stain it. The 
Morgan bill will be discussed in open Sen- 
ate. If there are Senators who desire to 
serve the interests of Washington lawyers 
and lobbyists at the expense of the Na- 
tion’s honor, they will have an opportunity 
to doso ina public way and to defend 
their action by arguments which the peo- 
ple can hear. We hope that Senator Mor- 
GaN and the thirty-one Senators who voted 
with him for the new treaty will cause 
this bill to be taken up and discussed with- 
out delay, and that action will be prompt- 
ly taken upon the similar bill introduced 
in the House by Mr. SPRINGER. 








Mr. GEORGE Bualir’s idea of his duties 
as Prison Labor Reform Commissioner 
seems to be that he shall make a pleas- 
ure trip to Europe and enjoy a Sum- 
mer’s junketing at the expense of the 
State. There is $15,000 at the disposi- 
tion of this new commission, and Agi- 
tator BLAIR proposes to spend it in ex- 
amining the different systems for employ- 
ing convict labor in this country and 
abroad. He wants the commission to 
resolve itself into three subcommit- 
tees of one each, two of which shall 
devote their attention to studying 
the workings of prisons at home, and the 
third, which he modestly announces his 
willingness to be, to investigating the 
convict systems of Europe. Mr. Buiair 
is plunging into the practical in politics 
very rapidly. The excursion which he 
proposes would be a delightful one for 
the representative of the laboring men, 
but we fear that his brother Commission- 
ers will hardly content themselves with 
the dull routine of American prisons while 
he roams untrammeled across the Conti- 
nent, There is liable to be a difference of 
opinion manifested when the question of 
parceling out this work is brought to an 
issue, and Mr. Buarr has but one vote 
out of three in the matter. He may yet 
be compelled to stay at home and get his 
knowledge of foreign convict labor out of 
foreign ‘prison reports, which would prove 
quite as valuable as and much less expen- 
sive than the Summer trip which he has 
outlined for himself. 


It is probable that Mr. CHARLES A. 
BUDDENSIEK will to-day be astonished and 
disgusted by doing an honest day’s work. 
Outside of the State prison it is plain that 
Mr. BUDDE&NSIEK will never do any work 
of that character. It is possible that he 
may learn something of the art of build- 
ing before his term expires. That it is 
practicable to build walls out of real stone 
and real mortar so that holes cannot be 
kicked through them is a repulsive fact 


that will confront him at the outset, 
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THE NOONEY EXCISE BILL, 
Fromthe Star of Yesterday. 
Whatever may” have been the purpose 
of its promoters the only ground upon which 
the Governor is asked to sign the |Nooney Ex- 
cise] bill is that it is necessary to prevent 


confusion. That there is no confusion possi- 
bie is evitent from the fact that the whole busi- 
ness of retail liquor selling is ai soluteiy uoder 
the control ot the Police Department, and the 

olice bave from the first recognized the new 

xcise Commi-sioners as the legal board, as 
has every other department of the City Gov- 
ernment. And they must continue to be so 
recognized until the courts have decided that 
they are not the legal board. A significant 
indieation in this direction is the fact thut the 
injunction applied for to the Supreme Court 
more thap three weeks ago, to restrain the police 
from interfering with licenses of the old boara, 
has not been granted, and is not likely to be.

Yes, 
they did have a “yreat debate’ over the issue 
with the President, but they gave away their 
own case before they «ot through with it, and 
everyvody has forgotten all about it before this. 
Take the chief Repvbiican organ, the New-York 
4ribune, and what is therein it except an occa- 
sional bloody _ howi—which everybody 1s 
tired to death of? 

** How about 1888? Well, everything seems to 
be drifting toward’s Blaine’s renomination. The 
men who ‘run’ caucuses and elect delegates 
are for him, and they evidently mean to make 
him the vandidate again. Bestdes, we don’t seem 
to have any real leaders in the party for the men 
who believe in something, und especially for the 
young men of convictions, to rally around. The 
machine is for Blaine, and unless the other sort 
of Republicans can unite on somebody else who 
represents some positive principle—of which, I 
am sorry to say, Lsee no prospect—Blaine will 
win Uy sheer force of inertia. I see that in New- 
Jersey the Republicans are trying to make an 
anti-saloon issue for the party, and I shall watch 
the experiment with interest; but I have not 
much faith in such # movement, with the /rib- 
une heiping through such a rum sellers’ job as 
the Shook-Haughton deal. Asthings look now, 
we shall nominate Bisine again in 1888 and get 
beaten worse than we were in 1884. It is nota 

jeasant prospect fora man like me, who, al- 
hough he has always admired Blaine per- 
sonaily, does not want to see the party ruined 
for any man.” 

‘As to the Democratic candidate, this leading 
Republican politician said that_he expected to 
see Cleveland renominated. “I do not attach 
much importance to this talk about dissatisfac- 
tion with the President in his party.

Hoke was in almost every enterprise that orige 
inated in Peoria in the tast 10 years. Aboug 
that time he married a young lady of wealth ané 
branched out. In addition to. being 94 
bookkeeper. to the bunk he held stocw 
in the Peoria Transfer Company, in 
the watch company that will stuart up 
here the coming month, and wus Secretary 
of that company. He was until recently ¥ 
member of tiie wholesale grocery firm of Spring! 
& Hoke and wus interested in a shoe factory, 
He came here trom Rochester, N. Y., a breeder 
of fast hor-es, and to a limitea extent a deales 
in fancy stock. He was xalsoa boid operator on 
the Board of Trade, where he was noted for the 
equanimity with which he took his losses o; 

uins. He was «man of expensive tastes and 

abits, erecting last year a resinence in this city 
that cost £20,000, with a magnificent brick barg 
in which were lodged his coachman and the 
coachman’s wife. This house was more elabu» 
rately furnished than any otner house in Peorig 

erhaps, all the furniture being ordered from 

ew-York and some of it being made especially 
tor Hake. 

A number of years ago Hoke was a frequenter 
of public gambling houses, but he hus not beer 
of late years. When the Peoria Clubhousg 
flourished here he was « stockholder in that inc 
atitution and sat at the tab e where some of the 
heuviest games at cards were played. On og 
occasion when he wus sitting ut avery heavy 
game aniin an intoxicated condition his wit¢ 
descended on the club and took him home, 
There is no question that he has gambied of late. 
but it was in the rooms of friends and not in 
gambling resorts. In his Board of Trade opere 
ations Hoke’s specialty was grain, but it ig 
believed, however, that he lost rather thag 
made money by his speculative ventures in thig 
direction. He was a beavy drinker, but nota, 
frequenter of saloons. Hoke was an almost 
universal favorite with all classes, open-hunded, 
public-spirited, and quick to do anything to prog 
mote the prosperity of Peoria, as he well might 
be, as he was doing it with other people's money, 
His credit was zood. He hata number of shareg 
of stock in the Merchants’ National Bank, whicg 
he succeeded in selling to Bernard Creamer, edg 
itor of the German Lemokrat, just befure he de 
parted to Canada.

WILL REPORT TO-DAY.

fection, which will ne introduced by the report 
of tbe special committee, consisting of Daniel 
Drake Smith, Constant A. Andrews, and Isaac 
Phillips, appointed at the last meeting of the - 
Chamber to investigate the burdens imposed 
ypon the paper-making interests by the rules 
and regulations of the Health Officer of this port 
for the disinfection of foreign rags. } 

Since the final meeting of the committee on 
friday last Mr. Augustine Smith, Vice-President 
of the National Papermakers’ Association, has | 
submitted to it a written statement summariz- 
Ing the evidence presented on behalf of the rag 
importers against the transmission of the germs 
ef infectious or contagious diseases by foreign 
paled rags, rebutting the statements of Health 
Officer Smith and defining the position of the 
papermakers in regard to the importation of 
pags. This document restates in substance the 
resolution of the Chamber of Commerce passed 
June 4, 1883, affirming the belief of the Chamber 
that proper disinfection of rags at the port of 
shipment will remove all germs of disease and 
unhealthy consequences from the importation | 
pf rags into this country; recommending such | 
gction the part of our Government as will 
require sucn disintection, ana that a certificate 
of the United States Consul at the port of ship- 
ment setting forth the fuct of disinfection or 
the iact that the rags were gathered in a coun- 
try free trom contaxious or infectious diseases, | 
be regarded as satistactory evidence to admit 
tbe rays without aisinfection here. Reference 
is made also to the order of the Health Officer of | 
July. 1885, requiring the invoices of imported 
rags te be accompanied by an inspector's cer- 
toficate, indor-ed by the United States Consul at 
the port of shipment, setting forth the fact that 
the rags have been disinfected by boiting for 
pot less than 20 minutes and dried before baling, 
ortr:ated with superheated steam _ for not less 
than eight minutes,so that they be heated in 
every partto or above 230° Fabrenbeit, and de- 
elaring tnat “in absence of such certiticate and 
consular indorsement all rags” will ** be disin- 
P-cted at the port of entry.” Subs: quentiy the 
Health Officer amended this order hy requiring 
that in addition to the evidence afforded by the 
sertificate and consular indorsement the disin- 
fe ction abroad must be to his satisfaction. 

“The effect of the order,” says Mr. Smith, 
“and the practice has been to require all rags 
coming into this port to be disintected, whether | 
they are imported from an infected ora healthy | 
port. The importers of rags and the manufact- | 
wrers of paper have protested against the pore | 
tion of the order requiring the disinfection of | 
rags which have been collected, baled, and 
shipped from healthy ports. The Health Officer 
bas consistently overruled their protests, and 
the Commussioners of Quarantine have sustained 
the Heaith Officer. The position always main- 
tained by the importers of rags and the manu- 
gacturers of paper has been and 1s (1) that rags 
collected, baled, or shipped in or from an in- 
fected country should not be allowed to he

THE DISINFECTION OF RAGS. 
From the Medical Record, Edited by Dr. George 
F. Shrady, Gen. Grant's Physician. 

The disinfection of rags is now claiming 
m great dealof public attention. The principal 
veason for this appears to be a difference of 
opinion between the rag importers and the 
health authorities as to what is necessary in the 
premises. The special committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce appointed to investigate the 
matter have been taking testimony pro and con, , 
with the promise that some definite conclusions 
willeventvally bereached. A similar inquiry 
is being carried on in Boston with a like end in 
view. The necessity for this is becoming more | 
parent asthe present methods of rag disin- | 
€ction are impartially scrutinized. i 
So far it is quite apparent that there has been | 
ome aaae an inordinate zeal on the part of the 
€aiti authorities to prove that superheated 
team is the best, if not the only, disinfectant |} 
or the purposes named. Resolutions of sanitary 
conventions to this effect have been repeatedly 
ublished, and strenuous efforts have been made | 
© create public opinion in its favor. Curiously 
enough, most of this work has been done by & 
very tew ventiemen, who have, al! other things 
being equal, Shown a great interest in guarding 
the public health. Without attempting to asso- 
ciate cause and effect it has been shown that all 
these efforts have culminated in the employ- 
ment of a patented process for applying the 
steam. It is unfortunate, to say the least, 
that euch coincidences should be the 
basis of a charge of interested motives 
on the part of some of the parties concerned. 
This isto be deplored, as allsuch measures in- 
tended for the protection of the health ot the 
ople should be above suspicion. -It is not, 
couevee, our purpose at present to discuss tnis 
art of the question. Scientitically we can view 
Ene present method of steam disinfection from 
he standpoint of its utility. In so doing it will 
well to consider certain facts which are well 
petablisned in the history of epidemics, and 
bich have not been shaken by any evidence 
brought out in the investigations now being

This bas been illustrated by a very interesting 
and conclusive experiment tried in Boston. The 
importers caused to be introduced into different 
portions of bales when originally packed —. 
bales were afterward subjected to the steam dis- 
infection at the port of entry, which was Bos- 
ton, and the results as shown on the thermom- 
eters were carefully noted, giving a range from 
212° Fahrenheit in one instance down to 85° 
Fahrenheit, the average being 109° Fahrenheit. 
Such a temperature, if it accomplished any- 
thing, would in favor of proparating the dis- 
ease germs rather tnan of destroying them. Yet, 
as We understand it, this is the method so stren- 
uously advocated by the sizners of resolutions, 
ana so persistently enforced by the health 
authorities of New-York and Boston. 


It may be proper, in this connection, to con- | 


sider the fact that no one has been able to pro- 
duce an authenticated case of cholcra coming 
from tags, a fortunate circumstance in view of 
the inefficient method of disinfection. 
Disinfection by any — to be thorough 
requires the unbaling of rags. Practically this 
is impossible atthe portof entry. Aside from 
other considerations the cost would be too great. 


| But it is recommended, and justly too, to admit 


rags from countries not affected with conta- 
gious diseases, and In cases of suspicion or doubt 
to disinfect the exterior of the bales before un- 
loading, and that when the rags are unbaled at 
the mills they shall be properly disinfected un- 
der the supervision of the local health authori- 
ties, 

This would make the local authorities respon- 
sible. and ifacase of contagious disease broke 
out in a papermaking town, the responsibility 
would be fixed upon an officer on the spot, who 
could at once apply a remedy. 

By the present system it is almost impossible 
to fix the biame in ca:e of the anpearance or 
contagious diseases. - 


The heaith officers at the several ports of en- | 


try through which rags were coming to the mill 
would disown the responsibility. 

Again, it isa curious fact that there {fs no case 
on record of a contagious disease being started 
in 8 paver mill by foreign rags. Qn the otber 
hand, there are numerous instances in which 
disease, such, for example, as smallpox. has 
been traced to domestic rags, which are not sub- 
ject to any disinfection. If, however, disintec- 
tion were carried on in the proper towns it 
would he much easier for the health boards to 
protect their towns against the entry of disease 
in this way. 

The-e measures could not fall to prove satis- 


| factory to all concerned, and be ample protec- 


tion for the poopie in all cases of doubt. Super- 
heated steam when properly used might accom- 
plish this, but as at present employed it 13 ut- 
terly worthless. 


Dr. Daniel Lewis has written a letter to the 
editor of the Medical Record in reference to 
Health Officer Smith's petition, which he says 
“in no way favors any particular pian for dis- 
infection.”” Hesigne) the petition because he 
thonght no physician *“* would feel justified in 
refusing his indorsement of such a statement in 
view of al the facts as they exist to-day.” To 
this the editor of the Medical Hecord adds: 
“There is no doubt that Dr. Lewis and the 
other gentlemen who signed the document did 
go in good faith, but still there was no guarantee 
against its use forthe purpose of booming the 
present method of rag disinfection, which is 
perfectly worthless.” 

A SINGULAR +! XPLOSION., 
FORNITURE DESTROYED, A HOUSE WRECEED, 
AND TWO PERSONS INJURED. 

Detroit, Mich., June 2.—A singular and 
quite remarkable explosion happened in this 
city this morning at the residence of James G. 
Douglas, assistant manager at D. M. Ferry & 
Co.’s seed warehouse. Mr. Douglas had bought 
five gallons of gasoline to sprinkle on the car- 
pets and furniture at his house to kill motha. 
He moved the furniture into the parlor and 
sprinkled the entire five gallons on it witha 


| 8mall watering pot. This was about 8:30 o’clock, 


and as soon as he finished the sprinkiing he sat 


jlosion of gasoline gas occurrea 
which shattered the house from cellar to attic, 
and seriously, but not fatally, burned Mr.

The entire north side of the addition was blown 
out, and on the opposite side the siding was torn 
Every window in the 
house was shattered, and the front door was 
blown off the hinwes. The furniture was knocked 
around and broken, pictures cracked, and in fact 
neariy every piece of furniture and clothing in 
the house was destrvyed. Almost in the same in- 
stant as the explosion the entire lower portion of 
the house wasa mass of flames. Mr. and Mrs. 
Douglas were enveloped in the fire before they 
had time to rise to their feet. It was only a few 
steps to the open door leading into theside yard, 
but before they reached it both were terribly 
burned. Mr. Dougias’s hair was singed so that 
it crumbled off in dust and his face and hunds 
were biistered so that he was bardly recognizable. 
Mrs. Douglas was also burned on the face and 
bands, but not so badly as her husband. Singu- 
larly enough their clothing was not ignited. The 
servant girl,although nearest to the point where 
the force of the explosion occurred, was the 
least injured of the three. Her face was burned, 
but she was not otherwiee hurt. The house was 
badly wrecked.

A BIG MINING SUIT. 
PoTTsvILLE, Penn.; June 2.—The court to- 
day non-suited R. H. Heckscher & Co. in their 
suit for $300,000 against Gilbert & Sheafer for 
damages and brought the case to a sudden end, 
The plaintiffs offered to prove that his lease did 


| not require bim to mine the coal with regard to 


the safety of the thickly populated surface, that 
the general experience in the working of the 
mammoth vein was the danger of surface sub- 
sidence, and that this fact. was known to the 
lessors when the lease was made and the surface 
estate subsequentiy sold and parceled out in 
lots. Sheafer & Gilbert, the Jessors of the 
land, claimed that the simple auestion to be de- 
cided was whether it was the duty of the tenants 
in working the mines to leave proper support to 
the surface. If the court was of theopinion that 


| there was no expressed clause allowing the ten- 


ants to let down the surface, then the plaintiffs 
could not recover. The argument of this propo- 
sition was one of the greatest legal contests ever 
indulged in bere. it was participated in by the 
eminent counsel engaged on each side. Judge 


_ Pershing this afternoon decided against the 


plaintiffs and,the non-suit followed. Heckscher's 
counsel will take the case to the Supreme Court, 
and express great satisfaction with the way the 
case has ended here, since 1f the Supreme Court 
sustains their view the decision of the lower 
court will be reversed and the trial will be very 
much simplified when next it comes up.

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AROUSING THE CITIZENS. 


A LARGE MASS MEETING LAST EVENING 
IN FAVOR OF REFORM. 

The announcement that there would be 
& mags meeting last evening in the Academy of 
Music of citizens who urgently demand municl- 
pal reform was laughed at by the politicians, 
but the politicians were all wrong in their reck- 
onings. Nearly every seat in the Academy was 
occupied, and the audience, in which there were 
many ladies, was compored of the better ele- 
ment of New-York’s citizens. 

The proscenium boxes were occupied by 
ladies and gentlemen, and about 300 persons had 
seats on the stage. Among those there seated 
were William Belden, ex-Senator James W. 
Gerard, the Rev. Dr. McGlynn, the Rev. Dr. H. 
P. Mendes, Henry Clews, Col. James J. Coogan, 
Lawrence Turnure, Edward M. Knox, Dwight 
H. Olmstead, E. A. Taylor, Edward McGill, 
Charles Crary, John H. Watson, the Rev. Dr. 
Charles F, Deems, Charlton T. Lewis, ex-Judge 
Marcus Otierbourg, Robert A. Van Wrck, 
ex-Senator Francis M. Bixby, C. OC.

Henry A. Oakley presided, and Chariton T, 
Lewis read the resolutions, which were received 
with great favor, the telling points being loudly 
applauded. The resolutions set forth that un- 


der the system of municipal organization which 
now prevails in the United States its duties of 
protecting civil order and the public health, of 
providing for general education, for the relief 
of destitution, for the construction of public 
works, the maintenance and improvement of 
highways, and the admintatration of justice, are 
fulfilled so imperfectly and at such ex. 
cessive cost, buth in present taxation and 
in the 
debt to posterity, as to make that system 
areproach to our civilization and a danger to 
our free institutions. he municipal Govern- 
ment of the Uity of New-York, it was claimed, 
is the most conspicuous example of the failure 
of this system; that its cost to the taxpayers, in 
proportion to the service it reniera, is far 
beyond that of the Government of any other 
community of freemen; that it has largely 
become an agency to deprive citizens of their 
earnings for the support of conspirators 
and parasites; that its extravagance and cor- 
ruption have wasted during the last genera- 
tion enough of those earnings to have 
made this, in comfort and magnificence, the 
first city of the worla; that these practices have 
wrought atill more disastrous results in impair- 
ing our fair fame and degrading the public con- 
science, and that all these wrongs bear most 
heavily, not on the owners of property who 
directly pay the taxes, but on the mass of citi- 
zens whose labor is engaged in manufactures 
and trade, and whose rents and cost of living are 
stealthily and oppressively increased by the 
whole of the unjust excess of taxation. 

It was insisted that the essential step in a com- 
lete reform of the municipal Government of 
Yew-York must be the destruction of all that 

connects the selection of its public servants and 
the administration of its business with the con- 
flicts of national parties by the establishment 
of acity Government whicn sball be in the city, 
for the city, and by the city; that the character- 
istics of a Government which can render the 
service demanded by the city must be that it 
shall represent in its epirit and in its ad- 
ministration the intellect, energy, and char- 
acter of its citizens; that this representa- 
tion can be attracted to_ it only by vest- 
ing in the municipal Government a true 
municipal sovereignty over its own affairs, free 
from interference by_national party organiza- 
tions or by the State Lewislature, by unity and 
simplicity of organization, establishing a Su- 
preme Executive head and a local legislative 
body, so chosen and possessed of such powers 
that a seat in it shall be a worthy ambition for 
the best and ablest citizens,and by transparent 
publicity in all the details of administration. 

The bill known as“ An act relating to the 
election, the terms of office, and powers of the 
Mayor, Aldermen, Controller, and President of 
the Board of Aldermen in the City of New- 
York.”’ passed by the Legislature and now in 
the hands of the Governor, was approved, and 
the Governor was ask: dtosign it. The boodle 
Aldermen were not forgotten, and the authori- 
ties were asked to lose no time in sending all of 
the indicted boodle men to join Jaehne in State 

rison. It was urged that a Committee of One 

Hundred should be appointed. whose duty 
itshall be to represent and promote the prin- 
ciples asserted by the meeting and to secure 
the application of them in the reform of the 
Government of New-York; to organize the sup- 
porters of these principles, and to arouse to 
theirsupport the many thousands: of. citizens 
who, through want of information upon public 
affairs or from despair of any good results, have 
habitually neglected the duty of voting; to se- 
lect for municipal offices such candidates as are 
fitted for them by capacity, character, and in- 
dustry, and to devise and carry. out all proper 
means for securing their election. 

The audience enthusiastically adopted the 
resolutions. Then ex-Lieut.-Gov.: William’ Dor- 
eheimer was introduced and delivered an ad- 
dress which aroused the audience. He waz not 
so sure that Spring elections for New-York 
would bea wood thing. Elections twice a year 
mixht be too much ofa good thing and more 
expensive than New-Yorkers would care to 
stand. Mr. Dorsheimer was emphatically in 
favor of home rule for New-York. City. 

The Rev. Dr. McGlynn,.of. St. Stephen's Ro- 
man Catholic Church, delivered a stirring 
speech. He said that he cordially approved the 
resolutions, If he were not a minister of the 
Gospel he would be a politician. [Applause.] 
He believed in politicians—ot the right stamp. 
[Lauehter.] Asaclergyman he would do ali In 
his power to awaken the consciences of the 
people to the importance of the principles set 
forth in the resolutions. Dr. McGlynn’a address 
was listened to with great attention and was 
frequentiy interrupted by applause.

TO TEST THF OHIO SENATE'S ACTS. 

Co.tums0ts, Ohio, June 2.—Proceedings in 
quo warranto were filed in the Supreme Court 
yesterday for the purpose of testing the 
constitutionality of the acts of the Sen- 
ate abolishing the Cincinnati Board . of 
Public Works and establishing a Board 
of Control with virtually the eame du- 
ties.

JOHN KELLY’S MOURNERS 


PREPARING FOR THE FUNERAL 
ON SATURDAY. 
SYMPATHY FOR THE WIDOW, WHO IS MUCH 
PROSTRATED—ACTION OF TAMMANY 
AND OTHER BODIKS, 


An attendant, stationed just inside the 
door, prevented any of the hundreds of people 
who called yesterday at No. 34 East Sixty-ninth- 
street, the house in which lay the body of the 
dead Tammany chieftain, from ringing the 
loud-sounding bell from which long folds 
of heavy black crape mournfully hung. 
The widow of John Kelly~ was utterly 
prostrated by her husband’s death the day 
before, and the slightest sound in the house, 
outgide of her room or in it, disturbed her, 
All through the night preceding she tossed 
nervously about on her couch, weeping incon- 
solably, and not until early morning could she 
be calmed sufficiently to enable her to obtain 
such slight rest asa very short, troubled sleep 
could afford. During the day yesterday she 
suffered intensely, but toward evening she ap- 
parently grew better, und at an early hour 
last night was relieved by sound sleep. Mrs. 
Thomas, the sister of the dead man, and Miss 
Mullen, Mrs. Keliy’s sister, were with her all 
Tuesday night and all day yesterday attending 
to all her wants, and doing their utmost to as- 
suage in some slight degree her great grief. 

Until noon very few persons called at tho 
house, but afterthat hour the attendant was 
kept busy receiving cards and answering the 
many inquiries about Mrs. Kelly’s condition. 
Almost the first friend to call was Recorder 
Frederick Smyth, who came about 10 o'clock. 
He was shown into the room in which the body 
lay, and ashe looked at the emaciated form of 
his ola friend tears came in his eyes. He turned 
abruptly away and left the house. Mrs. Kelly, 
of course, saw no one. Commissioner Thomas 8. 
Brennan, one of Mr. Kelly's oldest friends, came 
tothe house at about1 o’clock yesterday, and 
upon him devolved the duty of receiving all 
visitors and of attending to all the details of the 
funeral.

The body of the dead chieftain lay in the ice- 
box in the front room on the second floor, with 
ahuge candelabra, in which a dozen or more 
candles burned, at the head. Aithough the 
entire body had become terribly emaciated 
during the long. trying illness which preceded 
deuth, the face was only a little sunken, and yes- 
terday looked very peaceful and lifelike. This 
aiternoon at 4 o'clock the body will be placed 
in the coffin furnished vy Sexton Hart and 
placed in the back parlor, where it will lie 
in state until Saturday morning. The coffin 
will be very simple, yet elegant. It will 
be made of Spanish red cedar, coverea with 
broadcloth and draped on the sides and ends 
with heavy black cloth and festooned with 
black eatin roses. There will be siiver handles 
and a piain silver plate on the lid, upon which 
this inscription will be engraved: * Jolin Kelly, 
Born April 20, 1821; Died June 1, 1886." On 
Saturday the coffin will be placed ip a white oak 
case lined with heavy lead and hermetically 
sealed. No flowers will be used. and Mrs. Kelly, 
who respects her husband's Jast spoken wishes, 
desires that none be sent by friends. 

The funera), which will be heid on Saturday, 
willbe as simple as possible, but the ceremo- 
nies at St. Patrick’s Cathedral, at 10 o’clock, 
will be very impressive. A solemn pontitical 
mass of requiem will be sung, Archbishop 
Corrigan being the celebrant. Mer. Fariey 
will act as assistant priest, the Rev. Father 
Meagher as deacon, one of theclergy of the 
Cathedral as subdeacon, and the Rev. Drs. 
McDonnell and William J. Kelly as mastera of 
ceremonies. Mgr. Preston will preach the 
funeral oration. There will be present from 
other dioceses the Bishop Conroy, Bishop 
Loughlin, the Rev. Sylvester Malone, who has 
been Mr. Kelly’s intimate friend for many years, 
and other clergymen from the dioceses of New- 
York, brooklyn, and Newark. The list of pall 
bearers, as selected by Mrs. Kelly, was made up 
of Henry Hilton, Joseph F. Daly, John T. Agnew, 
Jonn J. Gorman, Thomas 8. Brennan, Frederick 
Smyth, Eugene Kelly, and August Belmont. All 
of these genflemen signified their assent to the 
invitations except Mr. Daty, who fs cailed away 
to-day, and in his place Gen. John Cochrane will 
act. Mr. Cleary, Mrs. Keily’s brother-in-law, 
who is now in Washington, is expected to arrive 
here to-morrow and go with Mrs. Kelly to the 
funeral. The services at the cathedral will 
probably be over at 11:30 o’clock, and then the 
hearse, with not more than eight or ten car- 
riayges in attendance, will be driven to the old 
cathedral, now St. Patrick’s Church, where the 
body will be interred in the family vauit. 

It was a sad looking body of men that as- 
sembled, soon after 8 o’clock last evening, in one 
of the basement rooms in the Tammany 
Wigwam, on Fourteenth-street. All the promi- 
nent members of the society of which Mr. Kelly 
was so illustrious a@ member was present to do 
honor to their dead chieftain. Men who had 
fought under him and against him were alike 
anxious to show their appreciation of his manly 
characteristics. Grand Sachem P. Henry Duzro 
callei the meeting to order, and ex-Judge W. 
Bourke Cockran submitted resolutions re- 
gretting Mr. Keliy’s death, extoliing his public 
and private character and his personal worth, 
and providing that an engrossed copy be pre- 
sented to his family. Mr. Cockran spoke feeling- 
ly to the resolutions, and they were unanimously 
adopted by arising vote. The same resolutions 
were subsequently adopted at a meeting of the 
Tammany Committee on Organization.

He 
told of his last#meeting with Mr. Kelly, a week 
ago last Sunday, and said that the dying chief 
had expressed his Jove for the members of Tam- 
many Hall, but requested that he be buried 
without pomp or ostentation. The Recorder 
broke down in the midst of bis remarks and left 
the platform to try and hide his emotion. The 
meeting rooms in the Wigwam have ali heen 
draped in heavy mourning under the direction 
of Gen. Ferrero. ‘lhe flag is at half mast on top 
of the building. All the Assemby district head- 
quarters have also been appropriately draped. 

When Mayor Grace reached his office in the 
City Hall yesterday morning he ordered the 
flags to be placed on the Municipal Building at 
half mast, out*of respect to the memory of the 
late John Kelly. The Mayor later in the day 
sent a communication to the Board of Aldermen 
formally announving the death of Mr. Kuliy, in 
which he eald: 

*It is my sad duty to announce to you for appropri- 
ate action the death of the Hon. Jonn Kelly, a promi- 
pent citizen of this city, successively an Alderman, 
Congressman, Sheriff, and Controller. Mr. Kelly's per- 
sonal rectitude of character bas received ample tribute 
from the press and from his must b tler oppu.ients gen- 
eral.y. @ wasa wun of strong and forcible char..cter- 
istics, and bas undoubtedly impressed himaelf, not only 
upon the history oftais city, but upon the political his. 
tory of the country itself. He successfully adminis- 
tered the offices which at various times !t »as his fort- 
une to fill, and his copduct of al! of them was marked 
by the energy and ae which were among his strong.

DOMINION COLLECTORS THREATEN TO SEIZE 
AMERICAN VESSELS. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Representative 
Boutelie received a telegram to-day from East- 
port to theeffect that the Dominion Collectors 
of Customs threaten to seize American boats if 
they buy herring from the fish weirs on the pro- 
vincial shores to be used for canning in the 
United States. A large business of this kind has 
been carried on at Eastport and vicinity, nearly 
all the fish being bought from province weirs. 
The American boatmen are afraid to continue 
the traffic, and a large number of people on both 
sides the line are effected.

When this morning’s sun is two hours 
bigh Anarchist Jobann Most will begin to earn a 
living by swinging a sledge in the blacksmith’s 
shop in the penitentiary on Blackwell's Island. 
Adolph Schenck will work in the shoe shop, 
while Richard Braunschweig, the other An- 
arcbist, will work a jack plane in the carpenter’s 
sbop. The three Anarchists were sent to the 
penitentiary yesterday by Recorder Smyth, in 
Part II. of the Court of General Sessions. Their 
counsel exhausted their ingenuity in moving 
fora new trial upon four different grounds. It 


was Claimed that the conviction was against the | 


eviderce; that it was against the weight of evi- 
Gence; that the introduction of Must’s books 
and papers as evidence was in error, and that 
errors were committed in the charge to the jury. 

Recorder Smyth promptly denied the motion, 
and called up the prisovers for sentence. ** Most, 
Schenck, and Braunschweig,” said he, “ after a 
fair and impartial trial, before an intelligent 
jury, you were properly convicted of the first 
count in the indictment. IT shal! respect, as I 
viiformly do, the recommendation to mercy 
made by the jury. In view of that recommen- 
dation [ shail-not impose so severe a penalty es I 
would otherwise feel it my duty todo. The evi- 
denee in the case discloses a state of facts which 
ealls upon courts and jurics to do everything 
Within the law to punish the offense of which 
you have been guilty. You, Most, have al- 
ready served terms in prison in other 
lands from which you were drivenon accountof 
tue doctrines that you preached and your 
efforts to stir up «thers to tve commussiou of 
grave crimes. [regret must sincerely that the 
iaw does not permit me to impose upon you 
what lL should deem adequate puuishment. You 
have advocated poison, murder, and arson. 
You have mace addresses to iguorant foreigners 
urging them to rescrt to these awful crimes 
acguinst individual citizens and against society. 
You bave gone so far as to instruct domesiic 
servants how to manufacture and administer 
poison to their employers.” 

The Recorder paused a moment, and, looking 
intently at Most, continued: “A more wicked 
and atrocious scoundre! than you are does not 
di-grace the face of this earth! It is wel! that 
meno of your character, views, and opinions 
should be taucht that although the laws of this 
lard are merciful, they will be upheid at any 
eost, nnd that those who violate or attempt to 
vidlute them will be punished with severity.

A COLORED MAN FILES AN APPLICATION 
AT POLICE HEADQUARTERS. 

Many years ago, when Hugh Gardner 
and Oliver Charlick were Police Commissioners, 
the idea of appointing colored men as patrol- 
men was mooted and caused a deal of excite- 
ment throughout the force.

FOUND DYING IN THE STREET, 


| A DEATH WHICH THE POLICE THINK WaS 


DUE TO AN ACCIDENT. 

A case of mysterious death in the street 
is engaging the attention of the detectives of 
the Delancey-street police station. At2o’clock 
yesterday morning a patrolman was informed 
that a man was lying on the sidewalk in front of 
the tenement house No. 91 Clinton-street, ap- 
parently dead or dying. The officer found there 
Stephen Weit, a peddler’s helper, about 40 years 
of age, who lived at NO. 237 East Third-street. 
He was lying across the sidewalk, with his head 
toward the gutter, ina pool of blood. He was 
He was taken to 
the station house, where be was able to give his 
name and residence. He was somewhat under 
the influence of liquor. An ambulance was 
Ccailed, but before it arrived the man was dead. 

An examination showed that there was a large 
wound on the back of his head from which the 
blood had flowed freely. There wus also a cut 
across the bridge of the noseand an abrasion on 
the rightside of the head. The wound on the back 
of the head had evidently caused death. The 
police are intlined to the opinion that Weit re- 
ceived the fatal injuries by falling from the 
stoop of the tenement house in front of which 
he was found. None of the inmates of the 
house knew Weit, and one of them. who sat at 
his open window all night, says that he heard no 
noise of a scuffle in the street.

THE POLICE RELIEF FUND BROKEN UP. 
The decision of the Court of Appeals in 
the test case of Murray against McClave will 


; have the effect of disrupting the police relief 
; fund, which was established by the Legislature 


to take the place of the Police Mutual Aid Asso- 
ciation, a voluntary organization which had ex- 
isted for many years in the department. 1t will 
be unwelcome news to the widows of many po- 


licemfen who have died since the passage of 
the act, as they had been looking forward to 
receiving the $1,200 provided by the law. 
Pending the proceedings Commissioner Mc- 
Clave, the Treasurer of the Police Department, 
has held the monthly deductions of $2 fur each 
man from the police forcein a separate fund. 
It now amounts to $70,496. This money will 
have to be refunded, and preparations were 
made yesterday to pay the money out promptly 
tothose entitled to receive it, ‘he decision of 
the Court of Appeals leaves the police force 
without any fund for the benefit of the widows 
of policemen except the pension fund, from 
which they can receive $300 per annum. A law 
similar to that which has been declared uncon- 
stitutional has been in force in the Fire Depart- 
ment for many years.
